This large greenhouse was constructed by 
Messrs. C. Zwetsloot & Sons with their 
Nursery labour. The structural framework 
is iron tubing with welded joints and 
conveys hot water from a stand pipe with 
flexible coupling. When the plants have 
finished flowering, the whole of the 
greenhouse is moved forward to ground 
previously planted. It is transported over 
pulley wheels fixed in line on dwarf 
concrete piers, the heat being uncoupled 
and re-connected to a stand pipe in the 
new position. 


When additional greenhouses called for a 
larger Boiler House with an elevator pit, 
this too was constructed with Nursery 
labour. The depth of the pit is 16’ 6” from 
ground level and, upon excavating, subsoil 
water was found at a depth of 7 ft. and 
water bearing sand at 13’ 6”.

F the many committees of the RIBA the Cost Research Committee is one 
of a few distinguished with terms of reference ; this distinction has not, 
however, proved an unqualified blessing; for their terms, which were formulated 
shortly after the Norwich Conference in 1956, have not been modified or 
extended to take into account the deeper implications which were so admirably 
expounded by Mr. THOMAS MITCHELL at the Oxford Conference last summer. 
His paper made the point, irrefutably, that initial costs should never be con- 
sidered separately from costs of maintenance. The committee have not been 
allowed to develop these broader aspects of their subject and their report gives 
no reason to believe that they so wished. They have, on the other hand, 
shown some dissatisfaction with their instruction to suggest means of liaison 
with the Quantity Surveyors’ Committee of the RICS and point out that parallel 
or comparable studies are being made not only by that body but also by the 
Ministry of Education, the Architectural Association, and the ‘Architects’ 
Journal.’ The Council of the RIBA have now authorised the committee to 
ascertain whether a merger of these efforts might be practicable. 


Have horizons been sufficiently widened ? The committee appears to 
appreciate that any system of cost control applied during pre-tender stages 
may be made worthless by lack of some ‘quality and consistency’ (sic) among 
the tendering builders. To them, after all, accuracy in costing is the very bread 
of life : from them, surely, would come a positive contribution to the problem. 
The subject would seem more appropriate than many for a comprehensive 
survey by the Joint Consultative Committee. 


‘BUILDING IS A CAREER’ THEY SAY . 


PINIONS on the value of the booklet ‘Education in Great Britain, with 
particular reference to the Building Industry’,* just published by the 
Board of Building Education, will vary according to the reader. An up-to-date 
and comprehensive guide and survey, its interest is principally for educationists 
(and indeed its authors do not seek to hide that in its early stages the publication 
was intended as a compendium for the guidance and information of members 
of the Board). This very comprehensiveness, however, makes the booklet 
of less value to builders (who sometimes appear to be unaware of their own 
apprentices’ work in their local colleges) and to parents who will look in vain 
for a short and simple outline of the steps by which their sons may enter the 
building industry on the managerial side. Parents, we suspect, will continue 
to approach headmasters, principals of technical colleges and youth employ- 
ment officers for advice on building as a career for their sons, and will not 
always get answers that satisfy them. 


The questions to which parents and young intending entrants require answers 
include, of course, the method of entry into the industry, salary while training, 
the opportunities open after qualification and some guide as to the salaries they 
carry. Though the supplying of information on these matters is strictly not 
the business of the Board, there may well be a case for its becoming so; it must 
be faced that there exists at present a dichotomy between education for build- 
ing and means of entry into the industry which must be bridged; and it can only 
be bridged by treating these two as an indivisible problem. Mr. Lawrence 
Holloway’s statement to the LMBA annual general meeting that only about 
40 firms in London had registered themselves as being willing to take trainees 
seems to indicate that the average master builder himself needs some education 
in the reasons both why he should play a part in improving the quality of 
personnel coming into the industry, and why he should look at the matter of

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remuneration of the trainee realistically. It is true that the master builder has 
not so far had much guidance. The National Federation booklet ‘Careers in 
Building,’+ though excellent as a short lead-in, does not mention the question 
of remuneration during training. Nor does the very recently issued FCEC 
booklet ‘Civil Engineering Contracting: The Industry, Its Careers; its Federa- 
tion.’t More valuable is the LMBA production ‘Articled Pupils and Indentured 
Students’§ which does make reference to the subject, though the suggested 
minima are, in our view, too low. For example, an articled pupil commencing 
on a Higher National Diploma at the age of 18 plus begins, it is suggested, at 
£200 a year and should have £350 after four years, by which time he will be 22. 
He will be engaged in a sandwich course, and may well find (if a case which has 
come to our notice is typical) that the employer does not contemplate paying 
him at all during the six months annually he puts in on full-time study. 

Is it, then, any wonder that many parents—faced with the vagueness of the 
building education set-up, the poor remuneration offered to trainees, and the 
uncertainty that shrouds future employment—think twice before committing 
their sons to a course leading to a purely building qualification and encourage 
them rather to go for courses and awards such as AMICE, AMIStructE, and 
the ONC and HNC in Mechanical and Electrical Engineering which fit for 
quite a varjety of careers. Not least among these is civil engineering in which 
prospects are good (as Col. A. C. Newman, President FCEC, has pointed out 
in an excellent article in The Sunday Times) and remuneration offered to trainees 
a good deal more realistic. ‘The general aim is to relate salaries of worthwhile 
trainees in the building industry to those now applicable in other industries,’ 
states the LMBA booklet already referred to. If that is so, it can without 
hesitation be said that the aim is right off the target, and the sooner the building 
industry realises and amends this, the sooner will it put itself in a position where 
it stands an equal chance with other progressive industries of getting a share of 
bright young men. 

More firms willing to take approved trainees who fully understand where 
their courses of study will lead them, and who are paid a reasonable and pro- 
gressive rate of remuneration: this is the building industry’s recruitment pro- 
gramme in essence. Can we not make faster progress in implementing it ? 
If the directors of our largest firms, instead of handing over responsibility for 
trainee management to someone down the line, will place it high on the board 
meeting agenda for their constant personal attention, we may get something 
moving.

New LMBA President’s Views 


THE London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion’s key position in the National 
Federation always adds interest to the 
aims and ideas of the new President, 
which by a pleasing custom are communi- 
cated to members of the technical Press 
at an informal luncheon towards the end 
of January. This year’s luncheon, held 
on Thursday of last week, did not dis- 
appoint, and indeed the Press have never 
had a LMBA President who has answered 
their questions more capably and frankly 
than Mr. N. S. Farrow. 


Mr. Farrow referred briefly to the great 
achievements of the LMBA since the war, 
and said that he was confident that the 
‘strengthened and streamlined’ staff at 
Bedford-square would be able to cope 
with the Association’s increased activities. 
He made it clear that in his year as presi- 
dent he did not wish to take any particu- 
lar theme, but preferred to approach the 
problems of his office on a broad front. 
If he had any theme, he said, it would 
be that of better management, for he felt 
that this could provide the common link 
throughout the industry. 


Among matters which were the subject 
of questions were recruitment to the 


industry, research and the intensified 
credit squeeze. Mr. Farrow did not, he 
said, think that the industry was getting 
a big enough intake from the grammar 
and public schools, nor did he think there 
was enough response from employers. 

In regard to research, he agreed that 
the building industry as a whole should 
spend more, but the idea of some vast 
new organisation to take over all build- 
ing research did not appeal to him. The 
bigger firms that carried out much of 
their own research were, he said, passing 
on a tremendous amount of know-how 
to the smaller builders. 

Lastly, Mr. Farrow expressed the view 
that the Government would be deing a 
great disservice to the country if they put 
the brake on the building industry too 
severely. But whatever happened in the 
future, the industry had got to continue 
training the right type of new men. 


Hexham Abbey Appeal 


THE ravages of time have brought great 
danger to major portions of the structure 
of Hexham Abbey, and the Duke of 
Northumberland has headed an appeal 
for £100,000 to preserve the Abbey, a 
sum which is “beyond the means of a 
small country town and a scattered agri- 
cultural community’ to raise. Though 
perhaps not so well known as many of 
the great abbey churches of the country, 
the Abbey can claim, says the Duke, 
both in its historical associations and in 
its architectural merits, to be one of the 
most precious possessions of the English 
Church.

Ste original scheme for the expansion 
of the Imperial College of Science 
and Technology on the ‘Island Site’ 
bounded by Prince Consort-road, Exhibi- 
tion-road, Imperial Institute-road and 
Queen’s Gate, was started in 1953. It was 
later revised so as to permit the retention

from the College and Halls entrance The City and Guilds are contained on 


the eastern part of the site, with the 
Departments of Mechanical Engineering 
(and Common Course), Civil Engineering 
and Electrical Engineering grouped round 
the East or ‘Engineering’ Court. 

The Royal School of Mines remains, 
with considerable extensions, in the north- 
east corner. The College Block is in the 
centre of the site looking south over a lawn 
around the Collcutt Tower, with the Halls 
Block to its south-west. The West Block, 
containing Physics and other departments, 
and also College Maintenance and Stores, 
looks on to Queen’s Gate and Prince 
Consort-road. 

The precincts of the College are con- 
tinued south across the existing Imperial 
Institute-road to embrace the Royal 
College of Science building. 

All vehicles enter either from Exhibition- 
road on the east of the Precinct, or from 
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Queen’s Gate on its west. Parking is 
shown for 300 cars, of which 200 are under 
cover, without encroaching on to the 
Precinct or on to the West Court. The 
covered parking is largely achieved by 
adopting mezzanines, allowing a ground- 
to-floor height of 9 ft. 

This expedient together with that of 
placing certain buildings such as the large 
hall and thenorthern link over carriageways, 
gives in effect a dual use of parts of the 
restricted site at a relatively low cost, and 
so permits the great expanse of open lawn 
which stretches around the Collcutt Tower 
into the Engineering Court. In all the 
lawns extend to over 23 acres. 

The vehicle approach to the College 
is under the Hall. Cars reach a covered 
space linking the halls block with the 
college block, with a view across the lawn 
to the Tower and beyond through a high 
Opening to the SE block. The main 
entrance to the College is on the left, and 
an entrance to the halls block on the right. 

To the east, a main pedestrian approach 
passes under the spine of the east block 
on to a great terrace, with a covered way 
along its southern edge overlooking the 
Engineering Court. This covered way 
continues as a cantilever on the northern 
side of the college block to a focal point 
at the south end of a shopping arcade. 

To the west, a pedestrian approach from 
the court on to Queen’s Gate leads by 
staircase and bridge to the northern end of 
the shopping arcade, and thence, again, 
to the focal point. 

To the south, the ‘Long Gallery ’ leads 
from this point to the Large and Small 
Halls. Thus all buildings are linked at this 
level with two exceptions. 

The first is the existing ACE building 
where levels make a connection rather 
easier one floor higher; the second is the 
Department of Civil Engineering where the 
centre of population is one floor higher. 

As long as the Collcutt Tower remains, 
it must, by its very height, dominate the 
massing. The load of the Tower must be 
spread over wider foundations; it is there- 
fore splayed outwards below a light free- 
standing platform. A lawn _ surrounds 
the Tower. The free, asymmetrical group- 
ing of the buildings around it acts as a foil 
to its simple square plan. 
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‘ Excuse me, is this the Committee 
for the provision of professional 
text and reference books ?’ 


CORRESPONDENCE 
Training of Architects 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—I have read the RIBA ad hoc 

committee’s report and your editorial 
of January 17 with great interest. I have 
recently been introduced to the high 
standard of entry demanded of univer- 
sity students in building and structural 
and civil engineering. Joint first-year 
courses in these departments are provided 
because we believe that the basic know- 
ledge and disciplines are common and 
valuable to them all. Graduates of tech- 
nology have successfully entered schools 
of architecture at intermediate level and 
reached a high standard. In a world of 
rapidly developing techniques such a 
method of training for the profession 
seems to me to have many merits. A 
student must have a satisfactory standard 
of entry following which he can be given 
the technical background and the severe 
discipline which this demands first. He 
mixes with other students of building, 
and in fact may at a second- or third-year 
stage move from one professional training 
into another: his recegnition of the other 
man’s job is in any case valuable for 
future collaboration. The award of a 
degree or diploma in technology gives the 
student a suitable background and recog- 
nition for later research activities and 
awards. 

I know there are disadvantages to some 
types of potential architectural students 
in this possible method of training, 
though I believe their numbers to be 
small. I know, too, that if the above had 
been obligatory, a lot of recently qualified 
architects would have been excluded, but 
for most the discipline and exacting 
study which it would entail would go 
some way to ensuring that the qualified 
architect remained the leader of the team.

A number of 
manufacturers have the problem of sell- 
ing their products in many different fields 
and, when they are faced with introduc- 
ing their products to the building indus- 
try, find many difficulties not experienced 
in other industries on which advice would 
be appreciated. 

Most certainly the feed-back of the tech- 
nical information produced by manufac- 
turers to the right section of the building 
industry is important. So is it necessary for 
a manufacturer to be aware of the standards, 
by-laws and specification demanded by the 
industry of his products. In the export field 
the BIMA would have great possibilities and 
should be able to develop further markets 
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for British building materials. There must be 
an extremely high percentage of waste repre. 
sentation within the trade. Architect repre. 
sentation is but one problem that could be 
dealt with by such an organisation. 

It would be interesting to obtain the views 
of both architect and manufacturer on the 
value of such an Association.

feel we have a lot to bother us in the 
way we are being treated by the Govern- 
ment.

Yet last year, after 
twenty years with one firm (less six 
years’ war service), I was put on half 
pay for three months, with dismissal at 
the end, as due to the credit squeeze 
no work was available. Since then, 
though now employed by another firm, 
I hesitate to make further plans for my 
children’s education, as the Government 
seems to have a half-yearly change of 
mind with the building industry, and 
seems to treat us as unimportant and 
of no account. I feel you should use the 
influence of your newspaper to alter this 
position.

Acoustics For THE ARCHITECT. By Harold 
Burris-Meyer and Lewis Goodfriend. 
Illustrated. (New York: Reinhold Pub- 
lishing Corporation. London: Chapman 
and Hall.) Price (in England), 80s. 

HE authors of this handsomely produced 

volume are, respectively, a consultant 
on acoustics (formerly a professor at Wash- 
ington); and a professional engineer, who is 
editor of the journal Noise Control. Both 
have taken a prominent part in American 
government research on acoustical problems 
connected with defence; but here they 
appeal to architects, who, as they remark, 
are ‘faced with an impressive array of 
acoustical problems.’ 

Too true; but, in spite of their claim that 
this book ‘ provides the architect with the 
tools requisite to handle acoustics and noise 
contro! in the structures he designs without 
requiring him to examine the complex 
physics fundamental to the science of 
acoustics,” it seems probable that many or 
most architects will be so intimidated by the 
Problems here presented that they will rush 





to the acoustical consultant to rescue them. 
Perhaps that is the subtle intention of the 
authors; but it must be conceded that they 
provide the poor architect with some useful 
tips in the form of sketches showing him 
how to do or not to do this and that. 

There are, too, ‘Charts, tables and check 
lists (containing new material presented for 
the first time); there is a series of complete 
design procedures for even the most demand- 
ing situations—concert halls. coliseums, 
theatres and studios.’ Also included are 
many fine photographs of buildings in which 
various forms of acoustical construction and 
design have been incorporated; but here 
there is some lack of co-ordination between 
text and illustrations, e.g., any explanation 
of the ‘anechoic chamber’ illustrated on 
page 13. 

It may be added that a useful booklet of 
‘Sound absorption coefficients of architec- 
tural acoustical materials’ is supplied with 


the volume under review. M. S. B. 
THe ArT OF MAKING Mosaics. By Louisa 
Jenkins and Barbara Mills. (London: D. 


Van Nostrand Company, Ltd.) Price 45s. 
A LTHOUGH intended for all mosaicists 
eT potential or practising, it is perhaps to 
the layman seeking a creative form of self 
expression that this book offers most and has 
the greatest appeal. With this in mind the 
collaboration of a talented contemporary

The construction of bases, selecting, 
cutting, mixing and setting the chosen 
materials are all dealt with in the first part 
of the book. The second half deals with 
the history of the art, advice on design and 
brief biographies of leading contemporary 
mosaicists. 

In short this book provides an excellent 
reference for every hobbyist and describes a 
fascinating and inspiring pastime.  S. T. I.

These wall portions consist of 3 in. thick 
einforced concrete lined with 2 in. thick 
vood wool plastered after erection. The 
vood wool was placed in the mould and 
cast integral with the panel. Dovetailed 
fixing slats were cast in the wall portion 
and columns for fixing precast external 
facing slabs. These facing slabs are 2 in. 
thick and have an exposed aggregate 
surface of white Derbyshire spar and grey 
Cornish granite. 

The  storey-height structural panels 
were factory precast and delivered to 
the site by road. The panels were 
positioned directly from the lorry by 
tower crane and connected to the floors

by a simple dowelled and grouted joint; 
dowels were cast into the tops of the 
columns and pockets with a grouting duct 
were formed in the feet of the columns. 
The dowels also provided an easy means 
of handling the panels; the top few inches 
of each dowel was threaded to receive a 
nut which held in position a length of steel 
channel with crane slings of steel chain 
attached to it.

HIS was an_ outstanding housing 

competition. The quality of the 
atries was high, which made up for their 
small number, 28—strangely low even 
though it was confined to Scotland. 


The Conditions were simply expressed 
and designed to draw upon a wide range of 
ideas and to encourage originality. A lot, 
but not too much, was left to competitors. 
It was wise, for instance, not to specify 
the relative number of different kinds of 
dwelling such as cottages, maisonettes or 
fats. (he relative percentages of different- 
sized houses was laid down, and the overall 
densit) (140 persons per acre) and 
occupancy rate (3.25 persons per dwelling). 
The planning test was a severe one. 


The site of 15 acres in the closely built- 
up west part of Leith is close to the shores 
of the Forth but well raised up and 
commanding a wide view over the Firth, 
with the Fife coast five miles to the north. 
lt is not surprising to find a half-moon 
bastion in the centre of the site amid the 
barrack buildings of a later age. The 
southward rise of 25 ft. over the site is steep 
at the shore end and flattens out. The area 
isto be a smokeless zone and there were no 
height restrictions. 


The extensive barrack buildings which 
competitors were at liberty to retain are on 
the whole fairly clumsy except perhaps for 
the ‘ hollow square’ officers’ quarters and 
the quite graceful twin gatehouses. The 
latter are neatly incorporated in both the 
second and third prize schemes. 

The interest of the layout problem 
suffered by the paucity of community 
requirements, which were merely two shops 
and an optional tenants’ room, besides 

E lock-ups. This, however, is understandable 
because of the existence of such facilities 
near by. 


The Winning Design 


Three things about the winning scheme (by 
John E. Baikie, ARIBA, and Associates), makea 
strong and immediate impact. The first is the 
clean simplicity of the big idea in the central 
north-south strip of the site and the telling con- 
trast between the quiet low horizontals of the 
one-and-a-half-storey ‘court-houses’ and the 
three great 14-storey slab blocks. The second 
is the spatial effect on this whole district of 
Leith which the low central oasis will have—a 
district of monotonous and rather grimy four- 
storey tenements. The third point is the 
complete break with housing tradition in the 
intricate and close-knit arrangement of the 
court-houses. If originality was invited, here 
itis. These flat-roofed, interlocking blocks with 
patios, close to the ground except where a pair 
of bedrooms poke up here and there, follow 
out a winding key pattern enclosed within solid 
stone rampart walls. Perhaps this is a sub- 
conscious echo of the fort concept! The 
fullness and clarity of the very draughtsman- 
ship in these ingenious units express complete 
conviction in the rightness of this solution. 
The little courts are urban, sheltered and 
Private and each living-room gets the sun. 
A gross density of 20 houses to the acre is 
achieved. There are advantages in the patio 
idea. But these are shut in and introspective, 
and questions such as children’s play and noise 


reflection off the courtyard walls will need 
careful attention. 


To return to the open; a substantial part of 
the winning scheme takes the form of 10 seven- 
storey and two _four- -storey spine blocks 
containing over 300 maisonettes and some 
ground-floor flats. These blocks are perhaps a 
little overpowering in their effect—iong, rigid 
and inflexible. Further working out may 
suggest some breaking down in their length and 
perhaps some staggering in line. The internal 
planning of these maisonettes is masterly, as 
described in the ass2ssor’s report; no access 
gallery passes the window of any room, and the 
large kitchen-dining-rooms, with sheltered 
balcony, are excellent. 

The three high blocks in this scheme, 
placed along and defining the sea edge of the 
site, will, besides having a wide and clear 
view themselves, contribute something dramatic 
to the coast line for the watchers from yacht 
or steamer out in the Firth. 


The proposal to use extensively recovered 
sandstone from the present buildings is very 
satisfactory. The texture, colour and weather- 
ing quality of the pre-cast finishing slabs sug- 
gested for the general walling will need careful 
consideration. 


Design Placed Second 


The second prize scheme (Robert Matthew 
and S. A. W. Johnson-Marshall) is markedly 
different. It employs the now rather more 
familiar combination of a number of tall slabs 
and four- and three-storey blocks and distributes 
them evenly over the whole area, diagonally 
to the established lines of the site in order to 
secure the important advantage of east and west 
aspect for all dwellings. There is perhaps 
something of an absence of clarity and of focal 
point in the layout; but this may be an un-

its skilful layout of the pedestrian centre to 
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realistic way of looking at it. One of the 
scheme’s outstanding merits is the clever way 
in which pedestrian access is safeguarded and 
cars kept to the periphery by means of a 
number of short entries off the existing 
boundary roads. The inter-related walks and 
precincts would be delightful and the rich 
variety of ground pattern and planting is finely 
expressed in the drawing of the layout. 

In the 18-storey high blocks ingenious 
internal planning exploits the possibilities of 
dwellings crossing over each other in section, 
using half-flights of stairs and giving sunshine 
in all rooms and a variety of outlook and great 
economy in main corridors. The four-storey 
maisonette blocks are well proportioned. 


Design Placed Third 


The third prize winners (Rachel Wilson, 
Albert Abbott and Margaret Justin Blanco 
White) have taken a great deal of trouble to 
incorporate and modernise for use some of the 
existing barrack buildings and have been 
remarkably successful. This somewhat un- 
promising task does not seem to have cramped 
their freedom in the general layout. They have 
set a good example for redevelopment generally 
although one could wish that the existing 
structures in this case (apart from the gate- 
houses) had been arlittle less dull.

International Airport. Construction on the new 
terminal is planned to begin in April, 1958, with the 
first phase of the facility completed by mid-1959. 
The terminal will be fully completed in early 1960, 
located opposite the entrance to Terminal City, 
adjacent to the left of the International Arrival 
Building. —_ 

The complete facility, occupying approximately 
three acres, includes the 315-ft.-long central terminal 
connected to two ‘finger’ areas by 125-ft.-long 
tubular, glass-topped arms containing both moving 
(120 ft. per min.) and static sidewalks. The terminal 
fingers enclose separate passenger rooms. Embarking 
passengers will enter the terminal at street level 
under cover of a marquee formed by the vaulted 
domes. On the same level, just inside the central doors, 
will be the information desk and a large arrival and 
departure information board. 

Two slightly elevated areas will offer dining 
facilities, including both a restaurant and a coffee 
shop, a bar and private rooms. 

Arriving passengers at the terminal will move from 
the gate areas adjacent to the parked aircraft along 
the moving sidewalks directly to the street level, self- 
claiming baggage area. 

Materials and colours used on the interior include 
marble terrazzo floors under the white ceiling domes. 
Carpeted areas will be in deep burgundy. Exterior 
construction will be of glass and concrete, finished 
in off-white.

IMPROVED FIXING METHODS FOR HARDBOARD 


From a Correspondent 


peacre> techniques of fixing hard- 

board are constantly being devised 
and tried out, sometimes with encouraging 
results. An opportunity to experiment in 
this way and to try out a new fixing system 
which is a variant of the cover strip 
method, occurred’ recently in the 
modernisation of a suite of old offices in 
the City of London. In this scheme the 
walls of several offices were panelled in 
wood-veneered and melamine plastic-faced 
hardboard of various colours and patterns. 
The principal requirements were to achieve 
a pleasing appearance and a quick, efficient 
job, using non-specialist labour. 

The fixing method adopted in this case 
consists of rustproofed spring clips, screwed 
at 9 in. to 12 in. intervals to each batten 
where boards join, and a cover strip of 
extruded aluminium which is_ simply 
pressed home over the spring clips. Where 
the spring clips are inserted between 
boards a 2? in. space allows movement 
tolerance for the boards. The cover strip 
can be cut to any required length and when 
in place provides an attractive means of 
concealing the joint. 

When a cover strip is used identical in 
colour or pattern to that of the board, it 
tones in giving the impression of an 
almost unbroken surface. 

This system is suitable for fixing hard- 
boards of all sizes. In the cases of standard 
8 ft. by 4 ft. sheets, for example, softwood 
framing should be provided at 12 in. to 
18 in. centres, in accordance with normal 
woodworking practice. Spring clips and a 
cover strip should be introduced at 4 ft. 
intervals where boards join. To ensure 
a perfectly flat surface over the whole face 
of the board the application of an impact 


adhesive on the face edges of intermediate 
grounds and on the corresponding areas 
on the back of the hardboard is recom- 
mended. 

Usually at ceiling height a rebated wood 
cove cornice moulding provides a suitable 
finish, although the same cover strip 
method as described above could be used 
in that position, provided a strip of hard- 
board of equal thickness to the rest of the 
board being used at the time is inserted 
for packing one side of the clips. At floor 
level rebated skirtings of various designs 
may be used, or a plain wood skirting 
plus the cover strip is an alternative. All 
in-corners and out-corners are usually 
covered by standard aluminium sections. 

In the office conversion scheme already 
referred to several different fixing methods 
were used. For instance, where light 
coloured surfaced boards were chosen, 
black plastic cover strips were used to 
provide an effective contrast and a neat 
finish. In the corridor where one wall 
was faced with standard hardboard painted, 
an ordinary timber cover strip was found 
to be most suitable. 

A proper understanding among archi- 
tects and builders of the technique of fixing 
and joint treatment is important if the best 
results are to be achieved in the application 
of fibre building boards. A wide variety 
of effective board fixing methods have been 
developed which provide the designer with 
an excellent choice. 

The present trend is deliberately to make 
a feature of board joints, as experience 
has shown that attempts to mask them 
completely to produce the effect of an 
uninterrupted surface over a large area are 
seldom successful. Any faults which occur 
are generally attributable to bad fixing.

Recommendations 


(a) FUTURE PROGRAMME OF Work: The 
Committee consider that further action is 
called for on the points listed below :— 

(i) to encourage research into the prob- 
lem of cost control. For instance, the 
Committee consider that it would be helpful 
if the services of an officer of the Institute 
could be made available to forward their 
research into cost systems, say, by visiting 
a number of public and private offices, 
including some which have no _ such 
systems, to find out in more detail how . 
the requirements of the profession can 
best be met. 

(ii) to examine the means of collecting, 
organising and disseminating information 
on the subject of cost control so that it is 
readily available to the profession as a whole. 

(iii) to encourage the interchange of 
views on the problem of costs by meetings, 
discussions and other means, including 
possibly a weekend symposium at one of 
the residential colleges. 

(iv) to consider means whereby the 
subject of cost control can be introduced 
into the education of the architect. 

(v) to consider the relative importance, 
in terms of cost, of other factors which 
generally do not lie directly within the 
control of architects but which can influence 
costs to the client. Among these are 
matters such as town planning delays, 
variations from the standard building by- 
laws, the practices of Water Boards and 
similar authorities, and the practice of 
District Surveyors under the London 
Building Acts. Cost information so ob- 
tained would be made available to other 
committees which are looking at these 
problems, e.g., the Committee on By-laws 
and Building Regulations. Also, the cost 
effects of changes in clients’ instructions 
would be investigated further, with a view 
to recommending possible action to the 
Public Relations Committee aimed at 
producing better informed clients. 


The RIBA Council, at their meeting 
on January 7 last, approved the general 
outline of the above programme of work 
and that liaison should be established with 
other organisations engaged in similar 
studies. It was not, however, considered 
that a compelling case had been made out 
for a permanent Standing Committee, 
and it was considered that it would be of 
far greater advantage to work towards 
an extended study of the problem by an 
agency sponsored jointly by the RIBA 
and RICS. 

The Council were concerned at the 
number of independent lines of investi- 
gation in progress. While thinking that 
this duplication of machinery ought to be 
reduced, they agreed to the continuation 
of the RIBA Committee in its existing 
status for a further period of time during 
which the possibilities of much closer 
liaison amounting to a merger of activities 
should be explored.

RICS Presentations 


GAINING a diploma after years of 

hard work and setting out on a new 
career is always a proud moment. For 
someone who has travelled from a far-off 
country to live in a strange city among 
strange people the sense of achievement 
must be even greater. Such was the case 
with Mr. E. A. Abbam, from Ghana, 
who, along with nearly 600 other people, 
received a diploma from the hands of the 
president of the RICS, Mr. W. M. Balch, 
FRICS, last week. In two months’ time 
Mr. Abbam returns to Ghana atter five 
years of study to become a quantity sur- 
veyor. He is to join the Government 
service there. 

At the presentation Mr. Balch dis- 
played the quafities of wisdom and 
charm which have made him so popular 
a president in the past few months of his 
term of office. In an ‘ out-of-the-rut’ 
address he advised those present under 
the age of 35, who found later that they 
didn’t like the profession they were in, to 
get out of it and into something different. 
There was nothing so pathetic, he said, 
as someone who lived for his leisure time 
and hated the work he was doing. 
It was to the benefit of the profession and 
to the Institute if these people got out. 

These are wise words and few would 
dispute them, but how many men would 
have the courage to say them! 

Sir Alexander Killick amused his audi- 
ence by congratulating the recipients of 
diplomas in having gained them ‘ in spite 
of the distractions of this television age.’

About 100 ancient monuments in 
Wales are in the direct care of the Minis- 
try of Works. They range from burial 
chambers and Iron Age camps to ‘he 
great medieval castles, such as Conway 
and Caernarvon, which attract hundreds 
of thousands of visitors each year. In 
addition, the Ministry has statutory 
powers for safeguarding monuments 1:01 
in its direct care.

Engineering Exhibits at Brussels

Saturday, February 6, 1858 


THE PROJECTED SUBMARINE TUNNEL 
ACROSS THE ENGLISH CHANNEL.—In 1841 
a detailed description of a plan by a Mr. 
J. S. Morris, for a submarine cast-iron 
tunnel, was published. It was then stated 
that M. Thome de Gamond, who recently 
projected a tunnel to cross the strait from 
Dover, was not the originator of this 
scheme. There cannot be any doubt as 
to various people having at different 
times, and for many years, brought for- 
ward schemes to effect the same object. 

It appears that Mr. Morris’ object was 
to unite a-part of Cornwall with a part 
of Devonshite, across the Hamoaze. 
A Mr. Young, of Glasgow, has also 
brought forward a plan of a cast-iron 
tunnel which he described to the Glasgow 
Philosophical Society.

‘THE STRUGGLE 
AGAINST INFLATION’ 


Mr. Molson’s Comments on 
Building’s Leading Role 


VIEws on the part to be played by the 
building industry in the struggle 
against inflation were given by the 
Minister of Works, The Rt. Hon. Hugh 
Molson, MP, in a speech made at the 
annual dinner of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, held at 
Grosvenor House on January 28. 
‘Public debate centres at the moment 
on the struggle against inflation and 
whether the Government is fighting to 
win and is winning,’ said Mr. MOLSON. 
‘The building industry which, in 1956, 
converted £1,450m., or more than half the 
total National savings, into new works 
and buildings, is in the fore-front. I have 
to tell you that there is a trifle less work in 
prospect before you than there has been, 
but that is not a bad thing. In 1956, your 


industry was over-burdened, materials 
and labour were scarce and wages and 
costs rose, with the natural effect upon 
prices—all the typical signs of inflation. 
We must all desire greater stability, even 
if you were not entirely pleased to hear 
the ex-Chancellor of the Exchequer say 
that the Government’s policy aimed at 
“making it harder both to earn profits 
and get wage increases.” 


Firm Price Tenders Encouraging 


‘The re-introduction of firm price 
tendering which, with the support of my 
colleagues in the Government, I announ- 
ced in April last, has been most 
encouraging. Since that month, there 
has been no rise at all in housing 
material prices, and only a rise of 
materials. It is surely of good augury 
one per cent. in the price of building 
that within the last few days, the firm of 
John Laing have put in a successful firm- 
price:tender of about £15 million for the 
first 58 miles of the London-Yorkshire

for our policy. They would hardly have 
made such a tender if they had not 
thought that the Government means to 
win its struggle against inflation, and is 
likely to be able to hold prices fairly 
steady for the next 18 months.’ 

‘ Fill the Pipe Line’ 

The Minister was responding to the toast 
of Her Majesty's Government, proposed 
from the chair by Mr. Leonard Walden, 
FIOB. Mr. Molson, said Mr. WALDEN, 
had been firm rather than tender, and there 
he was, of course, referring to firm-price 
tendering. ‘We builders,’ said the Presi- 
dent, ‘ accept that this is a part of the policy 
of reducing inflation, but I do ask the 
Minister to remember the time-lag that 
exists between the planning stage of build- 
ing and active construction, and to see that 
plans for filling the pipe-line be laid now.’

THE ANNUAL MEETING 


Members’ Confidence in 
Council Re-affirmed in 
Discussion on Annual Report 


IN view of the many strains imposed 

upon the industry by the intensifi- 
cation of the credit squeeze, it was not 
surprising that the executive came in for 
some criticisms when the report for 1957 
was presented at the annual general meet- 
ing of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, which was 
held in London on January 29. Neverthe- 
less, the ready acceptance of the 
explanations fer the executive’s action 
and policy given from the chair amounted 
to a re-affirmation of confidence in the 
council. 

Before presenting the report the retiring 
President, Mr. L. A. WALDEN, defined the 
National Federation’s policy in regard to 
the credit squeeze. He declared: * The 
length of the Government’s campaign 
against inflation will depend largely on 
the extent to which it is supported by 
organisations such as ours. We shall ask 
the Government to consider special treat- 
ment for builders in particularly difficult 
areas, but we recognise that the more 
numerous the relaxations the longer will 
the campaign last. What we want is a 
quick victory, few casualties and a speedy 
and permanent return to normal 
conditions.’ 


The Annual Report 


Mr. D. G. Howarp (London) raised 
the matter of private enterprise house 
building. In the past 18 years, he said, 
private enterprise had built some 700,000 
new houses and focal authorities 
3,000,000, which was an.almost complete 
reversal of the situation during the -pre- 
vious 18 years. 

The fact remained that because of the 
war and post-war Government policy, 
private builders had been prevented from 
making more than a modest contribution 
to the nation’s housing needs. There 
should, therefore, said Mr. Howard, be 
no decrease in the number of houses 
built privately despite the economic 
situation. ‘Private builders,’ the speaker 
declared, ‘ must scheme and plan to main- 
tain their present position, if necessary by 
He added that, 
despite all the difficulties, he thought that 
the money for this would be forthcoming. 
Total capital expenditure on corporation 
and private house building combined 
amounted to only £10 per head per 
annum; this was a figure that could and 
must be maintained. 

Two or three speakers referred to the 
‘fantastic’ and ‘blatant and _irre- 
sponsible’. wage demands now being 
made by the operatives, and the National 
Federation’s representatives were urged 
to resist these demands with all their 
strength. 

Mr. S. F. S. HEARDER. the National 
Federation’s Director, said that in the 
matter of wages policy they were fully 
behind the Government. They were ready

to say ‘no’ on the wage demands to 
the point of arbitration. 


The subject of firm price tendering 
aroused some strong feelings. More than 
one speaker referred to the lack of co- 
operation builders had received to date 
from building materials manufacturers 
and suppliers over quoting firm prices, 
which meant that the builder had to bear 
the full brunt of firm price tendering. 
Another point made was that the small 
builder in search of a job was never likely 
to be able to enforce the conditions of 
complete preplanning that were generally 
held to be essential in firm price tender- 
ing. It was urged that the National 
Federation should not let the matter rest, 
but should endeavour to get Building 
Industry Distributors to take some action 
in the matter. 


On the: training of general foremen, 
Mr. D. E. WoopsBiInE PARISH emphasised 
that the foreman in charge of a site 
occupied a key position where costs were 
concerned. He hoped that in the coming 
year all possible steps would be taken to 
raise the standards of foremanship, and 
he appealed to the National Federation’s 
local Associations as well as to the 
Regions to hold one-day courses of train- 
ing on Saturdays, and so stimulate a 
rapid growth in foremanship training 
courses to be held in technical colleges 
throughout the country. 

The report was adopted unanimously. 


Election of Officers 


After the adoption of the report, Mr. 
C. P. Howells was formally installed as 
the new President; Mr. T. V. Prosser as 
Senior Vice-President; Mr. D. E. Wood- 
bine Parish, First Junior Vice-President; 
Mr. C. R. Setter, Second Junior Vice- 
President; and Mr. L. A. Walden, 
Immediate Past-President. Mr. N. Long- 
ley was re-elected Hon. Treasurer. 

It was announced that the National 
Federation’s half-yearly meeting will be 
held in Cardiff on June 24 and 25 next.

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Motorways and Land Use’ 
IR OWEN WILLIAMS’ PAPER AT THE RICS 


A PAPER on ‘ Motorways and Land 
Use’ was read by Sir Owen Wiz- 
AMS, KBE, MICE, at a general meeting 
nf the Royal Institution of Chartered 
burveyors, held at 12, Great George- 
street, SW1, on January 27. We take the 
ollowing extracts from Sir Owen’s 
hddress : — 
When land is required for an industrial 
onstruction, such as a factory, it is usual 
0 purchase a property or estate conform- 
ng generally to the overall requirements 
pf the proposition. The property so pur- 
hased is usually well defined by existing 
roperty boundaries and when purchased 
he planner has to work within its boun- 
taries, that is to say, the planning is re- 
stricted by the boundaries. Not so far 
hmctorway. The general line is defined 
by the siting of the road, but the extent 
pf property required evolves from the 
letailed design of the motorway, i.e., the 
xtent of its cuttings, embankments, 
ridges, accesses, service areas, and so 
orth, and in the precise definition of 
hese only the engineer is able to fix the 
xtent of land to be acquired. In a word, 
e design of the road makes its boun- 
laries, Whereas for most ‘other construc- 
ions boundaries limit design. 


Up to the Fringe 


In the siting of the motorway it has 
irst to be laid down which towns or 
laces it is desired to serve and for the 
maximum usefulness of the road it is 
esirable that it should approach as near 
s possible to the centres of such 
pwns. It may be possible to pass right 
hrough a town, but this is rare owing 
0 the high cost of construction and of 
boperty acquisition. It is, therefore, 
ore usual for the motorway to approach 
s near as possible to the centre of the 
own without cutting into urban areas, 
at is to say, it reaches up to the fringe 
f the built-up area. Having settled the 
pwns to be served and approximately the 
boints at which they are to be attached, 


e ideal route would then be in straight 


nes joining these focal points. Engineer- 
g considerations and property obstruc- 
ons will cause the route, howevei, to 
ander from such straight lines. 
The distinctive feature of a motorway 
the absence of level crossings and this 
nfluences profoundly its design and land 
equirements. The elimination of level 
rossings adds to the cost of construc- 
on, as compared with a surface-hugging 
bad, by something of the order of 30 per 
pnt., but the traffic efficiency, apart from 
ident reduction, is increased by over 
0 per cent., a worth-while extra cost. 
¢€ motorway passes over or under all 
tersections, railways, roads, rivers, foot- 
kths, necessitating its being either in 
tting or on embankment. 
Apart from dealing with intersections, 
€ cuttings and embankments are also 
essary to give comparatively easy 
adients for fast-moving traffic. The 
Mpes of the embankments and cuttings 
cupy land and this results in the width 
land required being considerably 











greater than the width occupied by the 
motorway itself. It is from the calcula- 
tion of these widths from the cross- 
sections of cutting or embankment that 
the engineer can determine the boundary 
limits. As a result a motorway will 
occupy a varying width of anything from 
50 to 100 per cent. more than the motor- 
way width. In general, it will average 
out at about 200 ft. 

It has been suggested that a uniform 
band of 300 ft. wide should be acquired 
for the right-of-way. This would be a 
great boon to the engineer as it would 
eliminate the need for defining precise 
boundaries, but, alas, it would result in 
using about 50 per cent. more land than 
is strictly required, not permissible in a 
built-up country. The fact that the motor- 
way has no level crossings means that 
all accesses between adjoining properties 
have to be pre-arranged by bridges over 
or under the motorway. This is a con- 
siderable factor in the acquisition of land. 

The motorway, inaccessible except at 
its access junctions with other main roads 
which may be 5 to 10 miles apart, has 
no building frontage and, therefore, no 
advantage in that way to adjoining 
owners, but the adjoining owners are 
entitled to be protected in the way of 
amenities, and to this end the embank- 
ments and cuttings should have landscape 
treatment blending them into the sur- 
rounding countryside. 


For the first few years the motorway 
may look something of an intruder, but 
by care in planting and fencing it should, 
in the course of years, come to be an 
acceptable part of the countryside. To 
protect this amenity aspect of the motor- 
way, the Government has set up a com- 
mittee for the landscape treatment of 
trunk roads. 


Service Stations 


The motorway requires along its length 
service or rest stations, as it is entirely 
segregated from existing facilities. These 
service stations are required, by whatever 
calculation is possible, to be spaced about 
every 12 miles occupying about 10 acres 
each. 

When seeking a route for a motorway, 
apart from engineering problems, land 
and soil surveys, it is necessary to consult 
land utilisation maps and the industries 
encountered, such as agriculture and 
mining. The motorway should interfere 
as little as possible with these interests 
and, for the sake of the motorway itself, 
it must be, if possible, outside mining 
subsidence. Having defined the general 
line of the route, all boundaries of all 
properties through which it passes have 
to be plotted and then the route re- 
examined in detail to see if by some shift- 
ing of: the line here and there severance 
may be avoided, or at any rate, mini- 
mised. This applies more particularly to 
farms and, therefore, the farm boundaries 
of the whole route have to be plotted— 
which is quite a considerable task. 
Usually it is not easy to shift the line 
to diminish severance, but, of course, it is 
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worth-while trying even for the few cases 
where it is possible. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that 
the motorway land requirement, while 
not a considerable area, say something 
between 20 to 30 acres to the mile, con- 
stitutes an entirely different problem from 
that of acquiring a specific site for an 
industrial enterprise. The motorway 
right-of-way can almost be termed 
‘length without breadth.’ 

It is often asked why embankments 
are allowed to use up land when retain- 
ing walls could be built to save such land. 
Admittedly, retaining walls do eliminate 
embankments, and it becomes a question 
of the cost of these retaining walls as 
compared with the purchase of the land 
occupied by the embankment. Sometimes 
the land that would be occupied by an 
embankment may have buildings thereon 
and the value of these buildings and the 
land can be reduced to so much an acre. 


The Cost of Land 


In dealing with this problem, the engi- 
neer must be guided by working rules in 
order to balance the cost of the land, 
including property, as against the con- 
struction of the retaining wall. As a 
general guide, a retaining wall 5 ft. high 
would save 10 ft. width of land required 
for a slope but would not be. justified 
unless the land it saves were worth at 
least £12,500 per acre. Retaining walls 
are essentially constructions for urban or 
built-up areas, not economical as a rule 
in the open country unless there is some 
very unusual problem. 

Viaducts can hardly be balanced 
against land use except in towns where 
they may be high enough to go over pro- 
perty. Reducing the cost of viaducts to 
so much an acre of viaduct, this is found 
to be something like £150,000 to £200,000 
per acre, from which it can be seen what 
the cost of land would have to be to bring 
viaducts into the picture. 5s be 

Wherever the motorway is it must 
dislocate industries, agriculture, traffic, 
drainage, and minimising this cannot be 
anything other than an intricate and 
lengthy process. It is sometimes thought 
that dictatorship can deal with this much 
more easily. It can only dismiss the prob- 
lem, but that is not quite the same thing 
as its solution. It gives some sort of a 
road, but not necessarily the right road 
with the minmum disturbance. Those 
that desire this method of approach by 
stripping away all controlling devices 
think otherwise when the motorway 1s 
proposed in their own garden! The demo- 
cratic way of life permits all voices to be 
heard on the routing of a motorway and 
the process is essential although lengthy 
and difficult to accelerate. j 

Motorways are a vast undertaking 
fraught with great influence on the future 
of the country they serve. It has been 
said that the human-made transport 
routes of the world have had as great 
an importance on the human environ- 
ment as any natural cause. They are as 
permanent as any works of man can be 
with a life of hundreds and possibly 
thousands of years. These thoughts give 
the sense of scale. Buildings may come 
and buildings may go, but roads roll on 
for ever!

Annual Dinner and Dance 


Mr. HERBERT JACKSON, FRIBA, president 
of the Birmingham and Five Counties 
Architectural Association, took the chair 
at the Association’s annual dinner-dance in 
Birmingham on January 31. 

‘Mr. HaROLD CoNOLLy, CBE, V-PRIBA, 
in reviewing the work of the RIBA, said 
that it was an open secret that it was at 
the moment in certain financial difficulties. 
It was, however, far more today than the 
learned society it was 40 or 50 years ago 
when council meetings consisted of ‘rows 
about styles.’ By lectures, symposia, and so 
on, it was bringing to its members the 
experience of the best brains of our time. 
The Lord Mayor of Birmingham, 


ALDERMAN GROGAN, referring to the recon- 
struction of Birmingham, hoped that the 
architectural profession would not fall to 
the ‘ disease of curtain walling.’ There was 
something to be said against and for it, 
but he hoped they would not take too much 
notice of some business organisations which 
wanted the city to look like nothing but 
a lot of neon signs and brass and glass 
exteriors. He urged architects to take the 
craftsman into their confidence. ‘He will 
like it and respond to it and you will 
benefit by it,’ he said. 

Stressing the importance of good design, 
Alderman Grogan said the contrast between 
a house designed by an architect and some 
houses put up by speculative builders ‘ out 
of their heads, timber and all,’ was a good 
example of the value of architecture. He 
recalled the excellent record of harmonious 
relations between the architectural profes- 
sion and its allied trades. 
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KENT DEVELOPMENT PLAN 
Approved with Modifications 


ME. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, has 
approved, with modifications, the develop. 
ment plan for the County of Kent (Part 
A). This covers the county except for the 
north-eastern area. The letter conveying 
the Minister’s decision to the Kent Council 
contains these points :— 


Housing Safeguards—in common with 
the County development plans, already 
approved, for London, Essex and Middle. 
sex, provision is made to prevent loss of 
housing to other uses in the Metropolitan 
area of the county. The letter states that 
‘permission (temporary or permanent) will 
not be given, except in very special circum- 
stances for the change from residential use 
of any residential property which could still 
be used, with or without adaption, for resi- 
dential purposes in the area covered by the 
West Kent Town Map.’ (This area includes 
all Metropolitan Kent, apart from _ the 
north-eastern area, the subject of the 
County of Kent Part B plan which is still 
under consideration.) 

Ashford Expansion Project.—The Town 
Map for Ashford was drawn on the assump- 
tion that the population would approxi- 
mately double, largely as a result of a 
planned movement of population and 
industry from London. No agreement, 
however, has been reached between Ashford 
Urban District Council and the London 
County Council by the time the Minister 
had completed the consideration of the plan, 
and he therefore decided to cancel the map. 
The two authorities are discussing the 
possibilities of an agreement on _ town 
development, and the deletion of the Town 
Map will not prejudice the later submission 
of a revised map. 

Parkway E Motor Road.—This road isa 
proposed further outlet to the south from 
London. It would run for 43 miles from 
the Crystal Palace to Kent Gate on the 
Surrey-Kent borders where it would join 
the Croydon-Farnborough link road. The 
final line of the road has not vet been 
determined and some anxiety has been fell 
by people whose property might be affected 
The Minister has now said that the devia 
tion from the line shown in the develop 
ment plan is not likely anywhere to exceed 
150 ft. either side, and is expected to b¢ 
less than this in fully built-up areas.

Sir CHARLES MOLE’S 
RETIREMENT 


Minister Castigated for Failing to 
Appoint Successor 


"THE Institution of Professional Civil 

Servants is continuing efforts to ensure 
that a properly qualified professional suc- 
cessor is appointed when Sir Charles Mole 
retires from his post as Director General of 
Works at the Ministry of Works at the end 
of this month. 

The Government’s decision that the post 
shall remain vacant for an indefinite period, 
largely because of the difficulty of finding 
suitable applicants for such a post at 
present-day rates of salary, has already 
been deplored by the Institution. Now a 
strongly worded leading article in the 
February issue of its journal, State Service, 
says :— 

‘It is difficult to think of any action that 
can be more at odds with the general ten- 
dencies of the age. While sputniks circle 
the earth and almost every Minister of the 
Crown, as well as other responsible men 
and women, testify to the importance of 
technically qualified persons and to the 
necessity for the professionally and scientifi- 
cally qualified being brought into manage- 
ment, in the Ministry of Works, it is decided 
that management does not require a pro- 
fessionally qualified officer to direct a big 
professional organisation. The Institution 
sent a deputation to see the Minister of 
Works. . . . There was no indication that 
the Minister appreciated the extraordinary 
out-of-time character of his decision. . . . 

‘That the decision of the Minister has 
created consternation, not only among the 
professional and technical staffs of the De- 
partment, but throughout the civil service, 
is an understatement. In all professional 
bodies in the country there is sharp criticism 
of the Minister. 

“Nothing could be less satisfactory than 
the present situation. Sir Charles Mole 
goes. His deputy continues and it is obvious 
that the real burden of the professional 
direction of the work will fall on him. In 
other words, the deputy will have to carry 
the work without being able to exercise the 
full responsibility, without receiving public 
acknowledgment of the work he will have 
to do and, of course, without being able to 
draw the salary for the post. Nothing could 
be more frustrating. 

‘This is bound to react on the chiefs of 
the main professional groups within the 
directorate, and from March 1, that will be 
the position in the biggest professional and 
technical organisation in the civil service.’

Expansion Schemes at 
Bury St. Edmunds and Haverhill 


At the meeting of the London County 
Council on February 4 the Housing 
Committee proposed that an agreement be 
entered into with the Bury St. Edmunds 
Borough Council for a scheme of develop- 
ment under the Town. Development Act, for 
the reception of population and industry 
from London. Under this agreement, 
which is subject to the approval of the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, the Borough Council will itself under- 
take the development. It is hoped to pro- 
vide about 1,500 dwellings for Londoners 
over a period of about five years, and sites 
for corresponding industrial development. 

Under the Act the Council is empowered 
to make a contribution towards the 
expenses of the receiving authority, and the 
agreement provides that this contribution 
shall consist of payment of interest charges 
on the housing development during the 
period of construction and payment of the 
full housing deficiency for five years. 

Part of the land for the residential and 
industrial development is already in the 
possession of the Borough Council, which 
intends now to proceed to acquire by com- 
pulsory purchase a further area. A 
limited scheme of housing development 
comprising about 50 houses could be put in 
hand immediately if industry became avail- 
able. Large scale housing development will 
require new roads and sewers which may 
take a year to construct, and the Borough 
Council is considering a programme for the 
commencement of the work. The rate of 
the development as a whole will depend on 
the speed at which industry can be attracted. 

The advantages of the town as a residen- 
tial and industrial centre have already 
attracted several manufacturing firms to the 
Borough Council’s new trading estate. The 
provision of housing accommodation and 
the prospect of labour from London being 
available will encourage more rapid indus- 
trial development. 

The Committee also reported details of 
three aspects of the development proceed- 
ing at Haverhill (West Suffolk) under the 
Town Development Act, 1952. Under an 
agreement with the Haverhill Urban Dis- 
trict Council, the London County Council 
is acting as agent for the UDC. 

Subject to the lease of a factory on satis- 
factory terms, a London industrial firm has 
decided to move to Haverhill. The Urban 
District Council has asked the LCC to plan 
and finance the erection of a suitable fac- 
tory, and the Council’s agreement with them 
has been extended to include the design, 
finance ‘and construction of industrial 
buildings provided that, when they earn 
revenue, full costs are repaid to the Council, 


Supplying Scale Drawings 
AT the meeting of the London County 
Council on January 21, Mr. NORMAN 
FARMER asked the chairman of the General 
Purposes Committee if there had been an 
announcement recently that it was the 
Council’s intention in future to supply 


tenderers with 4 in. scale drawings. If so, was 
any delay in preparing and issuing drawings 
envisaged with consequent slowing down of 
rendering; was it expected that a saving in 
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building costs would ensue and, if so, what 
percentage; and finally under this scheme 
would ‘intelligent guesses’ disappear and 
supplemental estimates be minimised? 

In reply Mr. R. E. Goopwi said that 
tenderers for building work would be pro- 
vided with one set of the contract drawings 
instead of being required to examine them at 
the County Hall. No delay was envisaged, 
the drawings were extra copies of those at 
present made available to the tenderer. The 
intention of the arrangement was to essist 
firms in preparing their tenders. It was hoped 
that, to the extent that the additional infor- 
mation eliminated doubt on the part of the 
tenderer, keener pricing would result. The 
new arrangement had no bearing on the 
Council’s method of preparing estimates. 


Qualified Architects 


Mr. MarTIN Bonp asked the chairmen of 
the Establishment Committee and_ the 
General Purposes Committee how many 
qualified architects were employed by the 
Council in 1938, in 1953 and how many at 
present. 

In reply Mr. A. E. SAMUELS said that 185 
were employed in 1938, 541 in 1953 and the 
number employed by the Council at present 
was 503.

Mrs. UNiTy LISTER asked the chairmen of 
the Establishment Committee and_ the 
General Purposes Committee what the total 
numbers and the total wages and salaries 
were of the staff employed in the architect’s 
department in the years 1946-47; 1949-50;

Consolidation of Patents Rules : 
New Information Service Introduced 


AMENDED RULES, making minor changes 
in the arrangements governing patents appli- 
cations and fees, were laid before Parlia- 
ment by the Board of Trade on January 23. 

They include the introduction of a new 
service to the public by which information 
will be supplied as to whether any particular 
patent is in force on payment of a nominal 
fee of 1s. for the first patent and 6d. for 
each succeeding one.

Court of Common Council 
Approve Development Proposals 


HE Court of Common Council, at its 
meeting in Guildhall on January 23, 
approved a number of development pro- 
posals, among them the rebuilding of the 
Brewers’ Hall. Architect for the building 
is Sir J. Hubert Worthington, OBE, ARIBA, 
and the site it will occupy is part of 5-9, 
Philip-lane, part of the existing Brewers’ Hall 
site, and land at the rear of 5-11 (odd) Alder- 
manbury-avenue. 

The other schemes are: King’s Arms Yard, 
formerly known as 1 and 2, Tokenhouse 
Buildings: erection of a building with base- 
ment, lower ground and ground floors, and 
five floors over for use as an extension of 
the Bank of England Luncheon Club (archi- 
tect, P. S. Ednie, ARIBA); 1 and 2, Bury 
Court, and 30-34, St. Mary Axe: building 
with sub-basement, basement as car park, 
ground floor and five storeys over for use as 
offices (Sir John Burnet, Tait and Partners, 
10, Bedford-square, WC1); 55-58, Grace- 
church-street, 12 and 13, St. Benet’s-place, 
and 12-18, Talbot-court: building with sub- 
basement and basement for strongrooms, 
ground floor as banking hall, and seven floors 
for use as Offices (Playne & Lacey, FRIRA, 
19, Queen Anne’s-gate, SW1). 

Also approved were drawings and details 
of materials relating to schemes for which 
conditional permission has already been 
granted. These are: A 12-storey building 
for use as the printing and publishing office 
of a newspaper, 58-69, Fetter-lane. part of 
7, Holborn-circus, 5-11 and part of 12, 
Bartletts Buildings, and 1-3, Bartletts-passage 
(Anderson, Forster and Wilcox, 9, Stone 
Buildings, WC2). 

Rebuilding at 5-8, St. Dunstan’s Hill, to 
the same cubic content as previously exist- 
ing (D. Hildebrand and Glicker, 34, London 
Wall, EC2); and the erection of a new build- 
ing for use as offices on a site bounded by 
the south side of New Street-square, the 
west side of Printer-street, the north and 
west of 9, East Harding-street, the north 
side of East Harding-street, and the east 
side of Great New-street (architect, R. 
Seifert, FRIBA). 

The Court approved the action of the Im- 
provements and Town Planning Committee 
in refusing permission for the erection of an 
office building at 19 (part) and 20, Portsoken- 
street, which are within the Portsoken Section 
(part G) of the comprehensive development 
area. (H. W. Daw and A. V. Perry, 23, St. 
James’s-square, SW1). 

The reasons for refusal were that the site 
was within an area which should be included 
in a scheme for the comprehensive redevelop- 
ment of the extensive area of war damage in 
Which it was situated and the redevelopment 
of the site as a separate unit would seriously 
Prejudice such comprehensive development; 
and that the proposed development con- 
travened the use of zoning of the area. 

It was reported that the Minister had con- 
firmed a number of compulsory purchase 
orders and that the terms of compensation 
had provisionally been agreed with the 
claimants.

‘WARMTH WITHOUT WASTE’ 


Building for Comfort and Fuel 
Economy 


How to build a house that will be warm 

and comfortable without using too 
much fuel is the theme of Warmth) without 
Waste, published as No. 45 in the §eries of 
Advisory Leaflets issued by the Ministry of 
Works (HMSO, price 4d.). 

Attention is drawn first of all to getting 
as much heat as possible out of the fuel 
used by installing only efficient modern 
heating appliances. 

The leafiet then deals with the funda- 
mental principles of design and construction 
which are so often neglected. The main 
recommendations are: To keep the area of 
external walling as small as possible by 
compact planning; to avoid excessive win- 
dow area, particularly on northerly eleva- 
tions; to have flues and fireplaces on internal 
walls rather than external walls; and to con- 
struct all parts of the external shell of the 
house to the standards recommended in the 
leaflet. There are several sketches which 
show in full detail recommended forms of 
construction for cavity walls, ground floors, 
and top ceilings. 

A related topic is considered in ‘Smoky 
Chimneys,’ No. 44 in the same series of 
leaflets, which also costs 4d. 


LOCAL AUTHORITY HOUSING 
York Cuts to be Resisted 


THE PROPOSED cut in York City’s house 
building plans would be calamitous for 
the slum clearance programme, says York 
Housing Committee, and they want a 
deputation to visit Whitehall to seek an 
increase in their allocation. 

After their estimate of 387 houses dur- 
ing 1958 had been cut to 250, the Com- 
mittee met the Principal Regional Officer of 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. It was learned that the 387 houses 
for 1958 did not include 106 houses for 
which tenders had been received in Decem- 
ber. The Committee was told that these 
106 houses must form part of the reduced 
allocation of 250 houses. 

The Committee felt that these 106 houses 
could legitimately form part of the Council’s 
1957 programme, as they had been the result 
of planning since October, 1956. 


Long Eaton to Suspend Building 


FoLLowING higher loan charges, Long 
Eaton UDC, Derbyshire (population 29,000), 
has decided not to build any more council 
houses ‘for general needs’ for two years 
after March. 


DIRECT LABOUR, 
WOLVERHAMPTON 


Failure to Obtain Competitive 
Tenders Criticised 


AWARD to Wolverhampton Corpora- 

tion’s direct building department of a 
contract worth £5,600 without putting it 
out to public tender was defended by ALD. 
GEORGE RASTALL, chairman of the public 
works committee, at a meeting of the town 
council on Monday, January 27. 


“There cannot be any proof that this 
department is wasting ratepayers’ money or 
that, in striving to see that it is continually 
employed, we are doing anything other than 
we should do as a public authority,’ he 
said. Time and again he had explained that 
the department was recognised as efficient. 

Before the council was a recommendation 
that new public conveniences and an elec- 
tricity sub-station should be erected at the 
junction of Compton-road and Merridale- 
road. , 

It was stated that tenders were not invited 
because the size of the project did not justify 
the preparation of bills of quantities and 
because it was desired to provide continuity 
of work to the direct building department. 
The cost of preparing bills of quantities, 
said Ald. Rastall, would have been £200. 

Criticising the proposal, Cir. P. E. 
MorRELL, leader of the Conservative group, 
said it was not the desire of all members 
of the council to provide such continuity of 
work. ‘There would be very many builders 
who would only be too pleased to tender,” 
he declared. 

The recommendation was approved. 


DEVELOPMENT AT 
LEATHERHEAD 


Combined Protest to Minister by 
County and Local Councils 


(COMBINED protest against the action of 

the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government in allowing development con- 
trary to the spirit of the programme pro- 
visions for Leatherhead Town Map area 
appears to be envisaged by Surrey County 
Council and Leatherhead Urban District 
Council, writes a correspondent. 


At their last meeting, Leatherhead Plans 
and Town Planning Committee noted that 
the County Planning Committee had 
approved the joint report of the County 
Planning Officer and Leatherhead Council’s 
engineer and surveyor dealing with the 
effect of the recent development in Leather- 
head. 

The County Planning Committee felt 
that while they would be prepared to 
appoint members to join representatives of 
Leatherhead Council in conveying both 
Councils’ views to the Minister, before 
representations were made _ consultations 
should take place between the officers of 
the two authorities and of the Ministry. 
The Leatherhead Planning Committee con- 
curred with that view. 

Leatherhead Council have approved the 
suggestion of consultations on the under- 
standing that the meeting be held at the 
earliest possible date with a view to arrange- 
ments being made through the local Mem- 
ber of Parliament for a deputation to the 
Minister. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF 
Guide to National Insurance 


A NEW edition of the booklet ‘ Every- 

body’s Guide to National Insurance’ 
(HMSO, price 6d.) is now on sale at Govern- 
ment bookshops, at all local Pensions and 
National Insurance offices, or through any 
bookseller. In a foreword, Mr. John Boyd- 
Carpenter, Minister of Pensions and 
National Insurance, points out that the 
system could not be fair as between people 
whose circumstances vary so much if it 
were very simple, and he stresses the impor- 
tance of everyone knowing his rights and 
duties. The booklet explains the operation 
of the two schemes of national insurance— 
the main scheme (compulsory for nearly 
everyone) and the industrial injuries scheme 
(compulsory for everyone working for an 
employer). It gives the new rates of con- 
tribution which will start on February 3 and 
tells who pays them. It sets out the new 
rates of pensions and benefits which begin 
on various dates between January 27 and 
February 12, the conditions on which they 
are paid, and how and when to claim them. 


Teachers’ Conference 


The conference for teachers of building 
craft courses arranged by the Yorkshire 
Educational Association for the Building 
Industry in association with the Yorkshire 
Council for Further Education, and to be 
held at Harrogate from February 28-March 
2, is already over-subscribed and no further 
applications are being accepted. 


Road Research Exhibition 


Road résearch in the Colonies is the 
theme of an exhibition to be held from 
February 10-15 at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. It will show how _ prob- 
lems peculiar to road building in these 
overseas territories—mostly in tropical or 
sub-tropical countries—are tackled by the 
Colonial Section of the Road Research 
Laboratory DSIR. It is hoped to show the 
exhibition at overseas centres afterwards. 


Tool Allowances 


The National Joint Council for the Build- 
ing Industry have approved an increase of 
ld. to 3d. a day in the tool allowance for 
banker masons while working manually or 
fixing dressed stone with their own tools; 
for mason fixers the allowance remains at 
2d. a day. The NJC also gave approval for 
a tool allowance of 2d. a day for bricklayers 
and bricklayer apprentices who are put to 
the expense of maintaining tools. National 
Working Rule 3E has been amended to take 
account of these changes. 


Middlesex Planning Inquiry 


Middlesex County Council’s area planning 
committee has refused permission for Henry 
Streeter (Sand and Ballast), Ltd., to dig 
sand and ballast at Vicarage Farm, Halli- 
ford-road, Sunbury. Grounds for refusal 
were that the land is not included in an 
area reserved for gravel winning in the 
Development Plan, but is scheduled for 
agriculture and forms part of the Green 
Belt. A planning inquiry has been ordered 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 


Daywork Charges Schedule 


The 1958 edition of the Schedules of 
Charges and Hire-Rates for Dayworks, 
which are for general application but have 
been prepared for particular use with the 
National Schedule of Daywork Charges, 
has now been issued from, the LMBA at 
47, Bedford-square, London, WC1, price 1s. 
The Schedules were originally prepared and 
issued by the Southern Counties Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, but are now 
published jointly by the Southern Counties 
Federation, the London Master Builders’ 
Association, the Eastern Federation and the 
South Wales Federation for the use of their 
members. 


Foremen’s Residential Course 


A short residential course for builders’ 
foremen is to be held at the Battle of 
Britain House, Ducks Hill-road, Northwood, 
Middlesex, from February 17-20. The 
course, which is arranged at the request of 
Southall Technical College, is in line with 
the recommendations in the Fourth Report 
of the National Advisory Committee for 
the training of General Foremen in the 
Building Industry. Speakers will include 
Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, FIOB, Dr. J. 
Hemming, F. H. Towle, S. M. Evans, 
ARIBA, and W. J. Davies. 


IOB Licentiate Discussion Club 


The inaugural meeting of the Maidstone 
and District Centre of the Institute of 
Builders Licentiate Discussion Club was 
held in the Town Hall, Maidstone, on 
January 31. Mr. B. E. Lucas, chairman of 
the Club, congratulated the centre sub-com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Mr. G. G. 
Hughes, on their work in helping to form 
the centre and on the programme of lectures 
they had drawn up. The meeting was also 
attended by Mr. D. A. Neale, secretary of 
the Institute, together with Mr. F Leslie 
Wallis, a past president of the Institute, who 
conveyed the good wishes of the Institute 
and presented to the meeting Sir Alfred 
Bossom, MP, who concluded the meeting 
with a lecture on ‘American Methods of 
Building.’ 


New Readership Approved 


The British Steel Producers Conference 
and the British Constructional Steelwork 
Association have offered £6,000 a year to 
the Imperial College of Science and Tech- 
nology for the establishment of a Reader- 
ship in Structural Steelwork in the Depart- 
ment of Civil Engineering, and the provision 
of a number of bursaries for postgraduate 
study in that subject. The University of 
London has approved the establishment of 
the new Readership, to which an appoint- 
ment will shortly be made.

Stable House Prices 


The prices of existing houses sold with 
vacant possession in Great Britain remained 
remarkably stable in 1957, declares the Co- 
operative Permanent Building Society in its 
Occasional Bulletin published. on January 
22. The upward movement in house prices 
which persisted throughout 1955 and 1956 
continued during the first six months of 
1957, though at a lower rate of less than 
one per cent. In the second half of the 
year prices on average drifted slightly down- 
wards and by the end of the year were very 
little higher than at the end. of 1956. At 
the end of 1957 the general level of house 
prices was about 34 times the °1939 level 
and only slightly below the peak post-war 
level at the end of 1951. The Society's 
index shows that house building costs rose 
by approximately three per cent during 1957 
compared with a rise of about five per cent. 
in each of the two previous years—attribut- 
able to increases in both labour-and material 
charges. 


LOWER BUILDING COSTS 


Effects of Credit Squeeze 


KEENER COMPETITION among builders, who 
are now feeling the effects of the credit 
squeeze, is cutting building costs for Bir- 
mingham Corporation. 

The City Architect, Mr. A. G. SHEPPARD 
FIDLER, FRIBA, said on January 24 that 
there had been a significant, if not substan- 
tial, fall in prices. Some of the tenders 
being received were below office estimates. 
Competition in the industry during 1957 
was described in Birmingham as the keenest 
since 1931. 

Mr. FRANK RusSON, a past-president of 
the Midland. Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, said: ‘In my opinion, the credit 
squeeze has given many firms the idea that 
there will not be any work. There is plenty 
of work about—but not at a price that 
leaves room for big profit margins.’ He 
added that some small firms were really 
‘feeling the pinch.’ 

Mr. Jim TurNER, secretary of the Birming- 
ham branch of Building Trade Operatives, 
stated that the position was the worst since 
1939. Unemployment was ‘increasing— 


there were 2,400 men out of work in th 
Midland region at the end of last month.

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PUBLIC PARKING GARAGES 
Sir Herbert Manzoni’s Paper at the RIBA 


PAPER on ‘ Public Parking Garages’ 
was given by Sir HERBERT J. MAN- 
ZONI, CBE, MIMunE, MTPI, City Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, Birmingham, at a 
meeting of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, held at 66 Portland-place, W1, 
on January 21, with the President, Mr. 
Kenneth M. B. Cross, in the chair. Fol- 
lowing are extracts from Sir Herbert's 
remarks: 


There are three principal systems em- 
ployed for the parking of cars: Customer 
Parking; Attendant Parking; and 
Mechanical Parking. 


Customer parking is the simplest, the 
cheapest, and generally the most satis- 
factory for public garages. Under this 
system the driver takes his vehicle into 
the park, finds or is allotted a space to 
which he proceeds and can lock his car 
and leave it there until he reverses the 
process in removing it. This system in- 
volves continuous roadways to all park- 
ing spaces, and if the garage is multi- 
storey it involves the driver in negotiating 
ramps and perhaps small turning circles, 
and the eventual manceuvre in between 
other vehicles. 


The attendant parking system as it is 
normally understood involves consider- 
able staff; the owner drives into the 
garage entrance and hands over his car 
to an attendant, who drives it to its final 
space and eventually removes it and re- 
turns it to the owner at the garage exit. 
The system is more flexible in that it 
allows the use of lifts and moving plat- 
forms. which the attendant can be trained 
to manipulate. The cost is invariably 
greater and there are time vacuums which 
necessitate the provision of waiting-rooms 
for the car owners, and usually a con- 
siderable space reservoir at the garage 
entrance. There is also a greater risk of 
argument about liability for accidental 
damage, but there is the possibility of 
some space saving. 


At some American garages both these 
systems are in operation—notably at 
Grant Park, Chicago, where walking dis- 
tances can be considerable because of the 
large area of the parking space on only 
two floors, 


Mechanical Parking 


Mechanical parking involves consider- 
able machinery and can be made almost 
completely automatic. There is a number 
of systems in operation in America and 
in Europe and a number more in the ex- 
perimental stage. 

The general principle is similar to 
attendant parking except that the car is 
moved by hoists and trolleys to its park- 
ing space and eventually returned in the 
same manner. The advantages and dis- 
advantages of attendant parking apply, 
but there is probably less risk of damage. 

The time element is probably less vari- 
able in the actual journey, but the waiting 
time, particularly on removal at peak 
periods, may be very extended because 
whilst the number of attendants is vari- 





able the number of machines is fixed. A 
single machine may serve 50 or more car 
spaces, the operation occupying about 
one minute, so it is obvious that if all 
50 owners arrive at the same time to re- 
cover their cars, one of them must wait 
50 minutes and the others in sequence. 
The same difficulty at entrance can be 
overcome by an adequate waiting reser- 
voir provided the attendants can be 
allowed to move the cars by driving them 
to the reception point. 

Many studies have been carried out 
on the characteristics of mechanical and 
ramp-type garages in America, but until 
all the findings are made known it would 
be unwise to draw final conclusions, as 
conditions vary so much in each case. 

The simplest form of car park is, of 
course, a piece of vacant land with or 
without a cover, also it has the greatest 
capacity per unit of size. Parking spaces 
should measure 18 ft. by 8 ft. to allow 
for any, or almost any, private car with 
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room for the doors to be opened and, if 
the shape of the plot is suitable, 209 cars 
can be accommodated on an acre of land. 

There is no numerical advantage in 
diagonal parking over a _ rectangular 
arrangement, usually the reverse. Diagram 

o. 1 shows the. space taken up 
per car for various degrees of parking 
and it will be seen that, taking into 
account the narrower access ways that 
are permissible with angle parking, and 
even with the intermeshing that is pos- 
sible to save the waste of a triangular 
area of land at the end of each plot, the 
90 degrees parking is still the most econo- 
mical where the necessary width can be 
obtained. 


Structural Requirements 


Very few towns can satisfy their car- 
parking needs solely at ground level and 
therefore multiple-storey structures must 
be built. In such structures the platforms 
can accommodate about 160 cars per 
acre, allowing for roadways and ramps 
and having regard to the limitation of 
access ways at the perimeter. In practice 
the ground floor is not able to develop 
its full capacity because it must also pro- 
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vide for offices, waiting-rooms, reservoir 
space, lavatories, etc. 

Underground car parks are always 
more expensive, not only because of the 
cost of excavation and retaining walls but 
also because it is essential to provide such 
Services as ventilation and drainage, and 
more ample lighting and fire precautions. 

Above-ground structures have quickly 
developed a functional form which is at 
once a challenge and. a credit to their 
designers—a challenge because so little 
variation is possible in appearance, and a 
credit because ‘many of them are very 
pleasing. 

The structural requirements are simple 
to define but by no means simple to fulfil 
—an imposed load must be supported on 
a series of platforms held in place by a 
frame, the column spacing of which 
allows the best arrangement of car spaces 
and roadways according to the shape of 
the site. No walls or infilling are neces- 
sary and no partitions other than a lift 
shaft. The outer extremities of the plat- 
forms must be provided with a guard rail 
or buffer to prevent cars from being 
driven over the edge and connecting 
ramps must be built from floor to floor. 

The imposed loading is usually taken 
at 80 lb. per sq. ft., both in this country 
and in the United States. This figure is 
given in the Code of Practice C.P.3, 
Chapter V, for garages for vehicles not 
exceeding 24 tons gross weight. 

Although some of the very largest cars 
exceed this weight, it would not be econo- 
mic to design generally for the imposed 
load of 150 lb. per sq. ft. given in the 
Code for vehicles between 2} and 4 tons 
gross weight unless the garage were for a 
special purpose. 

In considering the distribution of the 
actual imposed loading when the parking

bays are all filled with average-size cars, 
it may be that 80 Ib. per sq. ft. over the 
whole area of the floor may seem rather 
a high figure, and I understand at least 
one park in America is designed for 50 Ib. 
per sq. ft. and one in Australia for 60 Ib. 
per sq. ft. 

In the design of new buildings where 
the basement is to be used for car park- 
ing, it is very important indeed that the 
spacing of the columns to fit the car park- 
ing scheme is considered at an early stage. 
I know of one case where at a late stage 
it was decided to use the basement for 
parking and it was necessary for the 
whole building to be redesigned. 

Mechanical car parks are more compli- 
cated, some of them much more so, and 
the ultimate in this respect is not a build- 
ing at all but a machine. 

Perhaps the most difficult problem to 
solve in designing a multi-storey car park 
is the system of traffic circulation, and 
whilst this depends to some extent on the 
shape of the site it is possible to choose 
several alternatives in any particular 
circumstances. 

I am indebted to the Trussed Concrete 
Steel Co., Ltd., for permission to use a 
very apt little drawing, Diagram No. 2, 
showing a number of the possible systems 
of ramps in diagrammatic form, and 
there are still others, but in any of them 
the space occupied is considerable. 

The minimum inside radius of curves 
should be 18 ft. and the width on curves 
no less than 12 ft. for a single line of 


traffic; double ramps, that is ramps which_ 


take traffic in each direction, should not 
be used. Some local authorities already 








have specifications covering these details 
and it is in all cases essential to inquire 
before commencing design. 

Spiral ramps which can be tucked away 
in a corner of the building and some- 
times partly outside the main site are very 
attractive, as they reduce the journey to 
the eventual parking bay, but some 
drivers are not fond of travelling in a 
continuous spiral at a gradient of about 1 
in 10 and in busy periods congestion may 
be caused from this source. 

At the other extreme is the system of 
parking ramps where the floors them- 
selves are set at opposing gradients side 
by side. Here the journey is the longest 
possible, but the gradient is the least, 
and on a long site is so slight as to be 
almost unnoticeable. 

This system would be almost perfect 
were it not rather wasteful of space. 


Individual ramps from floor to floor 
may be placed in a variety of positions 
and there is much to be said for making 
them discontinuous, that is by requiring 
the car to traverse a part of the level 
parking platform between ramps. In this 
way the ramps can be straight and quite 
short, especially if the floors are set at 
intermediate levels on each side of the 
garage and their gradients can also be 
steepened. 


Engineering Services 
Ventilation—Mechanical ventilation is 
essential in a parking garage unless ade- 
quate natural ventilation can be provided 
by leaving very large areas of permanent 


openings, which is usual in multi-storey 
parks above ground.

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A mechanical ventilation system must 
be capable of handling not less than six 
air changes an hour, and this can usually 
be arranged through an extract ducted 
system drawing air from near to the floor 
level, Care should be taken to ensure 
that there are sufficient fresh air inlet 
openings to permit the six air changes 
without excessive draughts through the 
entrances. 

In some cases a more elaborate system 
of ventilation might have to be provided 
to deal effectively with all parts of the 
park. This may include a duct system to 
distribute adequately the fresh air. Where 
entrances exist direct from the garage to 
adjacent buildings, a balanced ventilating 
system should be provided with the ex- 
tract fans of greater capacity than the 
inlet. Such a system will produce a move- 
ment of air through the entrances into the 
garage and thus prevent garage fumes 
entering the buildings. 

Mechanical ventilation plants should 
be designed in two or more independent 
sections, so that in the event of the failure 
of one piece of equipment, the whole 
garage does not become inoperative. 

Heating.—Heating is not generally re- 
quired within a parking area, but local 
heating must be provided in offices and 
waiting-rooms; for toilets either sufficient 
warmth must be available to prevent frost 
damage to water pipes or an alternative 
system of tracer wires must be employed. 

Owing to the comparatively small areas 
to be heated, electricity is likely to be 
the most suitable source of heat and care 
must be taken to ensure that the electrical 
apparatus used is the flame-proof type 
where the office ventilation system is not 
separated from that of the parking space. 

In situations where the garage is 
approached via ramps, it may be desir- 
able to prevent the accumulation of ice 
and snow by the installation of embedded 
electric heating in the ramps themselves. 
Loading should be of the order of 5 watts 
per sq. ft., and the heating elements 
should be installed as near to the surface 
as is practicable, in order to have imme- 
diate effect upon a drop in temperature 
below freezing. 

The heating circuits might be suitably 


for 495 cars. 


controlled by an air thermostat arranged 
to make the circuits alive when the tem- 
perature falls below 32 deg. F. In multi- 
storey garages where access to each floor 
is by ramp, it is only considered necessary 
to instal heating on the entrance ramp 
and those leading to the first floor 
Electrical Installation—The lighting 
system in a parking garage should be 
designed to give a reasonably high level 
of illumination in the areas near the 
entrances in order to prevent too great a 
contrast between the lighting outside and 
that within the park. Inside the garage 
the level of illumination can be reduced 
and adequate maximum and minimum 
values are about 8 and 3 lumens per sq. ft. 


‘Care should be taken to ensure that any 


alterations in the level of illumination are 
carefully graded. 

A decision as to whether tungsten or 
fluorescent lighting is appropriate will 
depend on considerations of capital and 
running costs, the latter, of course, being 
almost entirely dependent on the number 
of burning hours per day. 

In underground garages all electrical 
equipment within 4 ft. of the floor must 
be of the flame-proof type and when in- 
stalled above this height should be totally 
enclosed. These recommendations are 
also desirable in all garages unless there 
is very considerable natural air change, 
such as would occur in a multi-storey 
park with no external cladding. 

In underground parks where mechnical 
ventilation plants are employed, it is 
essential that a standby electricity supply 
is available to operate at least half the 
ventilation plant and a proportion of the 
lighting installation. 

Fire Protection—In enclosed parking 
garages it is desirable to provide auto- 
matic sprinklers throughout the premises 
to restrict the spread of any fire. Where 
there is any risk of freezing of the sprink- 
ler heads or connection pipes, it may be 
necessary to provide an alternate wet and 
dry system, and where sprinkler systems 
are installed care must be taken to ensure 
that adequate drainage is also provided. 

Portable fire extinguishing apparatus 
should be located at strategic points and 
may take the form of soda acid and foam- 


cars themselves without charge 
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type extinguishers. Buckets of sand and 
water should also be provided, and it 
must be remembered that all fire-fighting 
apparatus must receive regular mainten- 
ance to ensure that it will function satis- 
factorily at all times. 


Amenities 


The amenities provided at a parking 
garage are important and depend to some 
extent on its situation; they should always 
include lavatories for both sexes. 

A reservoir space for car reception 
during rush periods should be provided 
to prevent the congestion of the public 
highway, and with attendant parking, and 
particularly with mechanical parking, 
the reservoir should be of considerable 
capacity. 

The capacity of the reservoir is unfor- 
tunately impossible to calculate accur- 
ately in advance because it depends 
upon the peak inflow and the average 
time of parking per vehicle, and this again 
depends upon whether the vacant spaces 


are on lower or.upper floors at the peak 
time. 


In a parking garage for 500 cars em- 
ploying customer parking, the reservoir 
should have a capacity of at least 25 cars 
and this should be increased to 50 if 
attendant parking or mechanical parking 
are employed The entrance roadways or 
ramps can, of course, be included in the 
reservoir space. 


With these latter systems comfortable 
waiting-room accommodation is highly 
desirable, and even with customer park- 
ing it is a wise provision, so that passen- 
gers can alight and wait for the driver 
to return, or even await the arrival of the 
driver after a shopping expedition. At 
Grant Park, Chicago, there is a very com- 
fortable waiting-room, with good seating 
and kiosks for simple purchases. 


The supply of fuel and servicing is a 
matter of some importance, particularly 
the fuel, and these items can also be a 
source of revenue to set against the park- 
ing charges. 

It is, I think, important that the 
entrances of a parking garage should be 
bright and cheerful and not appear drab

erected just outside Washington in connection with a large shopping centre. It is of the open-shelf type, and customers park their 
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and uncared-for, and waiting spaces 
should always be clean and warm and 
not forbidding. 


Economics 


The largest single cost in the economics 
of a parking garage is the cost of the 
structure—other large items are the cost 
of land, fixed charges such as rates, insur- 
ance, etc., and staffing. 

Apart from staffing, the only variable 
is the initial cost and there is a very wide 
variation. The actual or estimated cost 
per car space for a number of garages is

Roof Parking 

Consideration has been given to the 
provision of car-parking facilities on the 
roofs of buildings instead of by the more 
usual method of basement provision. 
Access would be gained by elevators and 
the cars would be parked in open storage, 
the roof having no cover. The only special 
requirements are: 

(1) It is considered desirable to provide 
a 6-in. cill across the threshold of the 
doorway to the lift shafts. Ramps could 
be provided to facilitate the movement of 
cars over the cill. : 

(2) Adequate means. of escape in case 
of fire would have to be provided for 
persons resorting to the car park. 

The estimated percentage increase in 
the cost of a four-storey building as a 
whole, if the roof is designed as a car 
park, would be about 4 per cent. _ 

The cost of a 10 ft. by 20 ft. car lift, 
including double gates, guides, motor, 
guards, etc., would be about £3,500 for 
four normal floors. It is suggested that 
a minimum of two lifts would be required 
for any roof car park as most of the cars 
would in a business premises be moved in

Vote of Thanks 

Mr. J. H. Forshaw, CB, V-PRIBA, 


who moved a vote of thanks, said: 

In the American suburbs there is perhaps 
a lesson for us: there the car is accommo- 
dated easily and simply. But in high density 
housing redevelopment, provision is the 
exception rather than the rule. This applies 
equally to low and high density ‘ public 
housing’ where it is preferred to leave the 
car exposed to wind and rain rather than to 
pay the price of housing it under cover. I 
believe people are likely to be more and 
more reluctant to expend money on 
garaging; also it may well be that it is 
cheaper for the nation to accept ‘ off-street 
parking’ as a permanent solution. I would 
prefer it, however, if we could afford to 
cover in the ‘ off-street parking’ lots. 

We must think of applying the ‘super 
block’ principle to high density housing to 
conserve space about buildings by minimis- 
ing road areas. Locate off-street parking 
next to boundary roads and lay out the 
centre of sites as a pedestrian precinct. The 
United States can and do do this even with 
the large number of cars they have there. 

Mr. ALEXANDER SAMUELS, who seconded 
the vote of thanks, said: It is essential in 
the interests of traffic as a whole that the 
long-term parkers should be removed from 
the streets in the congested centres of our 
towns and cities, and in the long term this 
must be achieved by the provision of the 
proper amount of off-street parking space. 
I believe it might well be shown that, in 
present conditions, the improvement in 
traffic flow resulting from every million 
pounds spent on off-street parking facilities 
in central London could be greater than that 
from a similar amount spent on road 
improvements.

IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
The Offices Regulation Bill 


(COMPLAINTS that new buildings con- 

taining offices did not conform to 
reasonable standards of accommodation 
were made during a debate on the Offices 
Regulation Bill, a private member's 
measure which proposed to improve con- 
ditions in offices, in the House of Commons 
on January 24. 

Mr. MULLEY, who seconded the motion 
for the second reading, said that such legis- 
lation was required not only for old build- 
ings. Many new ones did not conform to 
reasonable standards. The most scandalous 
example of bad office building was provided 
by the Government. 

The Queen’s Building of the Ministry of 
Transport and Civil Aviation at London 
Airport, had office conditions which had 
prompted the general secretary of his 
union to say that a number of their 
members had been ‘ housed in boxes devoid 
of light and air, both of. which had been 
subsequently introduced at considerable 
expense.” That building had been erected 
without proper consultation. and without 
proper conditions. 

Some of the office block was still not 
used because the employees would not 
work in it, and it had been agreed that 
£40,000 of public money should be spent 
to make it reasonable for them. That 
building was erected by the Government in 
1955. It was clear that legislation was re- 
quired not only to improve standards in 
old buildings, but to set a reasonable 
standard as a guide to the Government in 
their new building. 

Mr. Vicror YATES, who moved the 
second reading, said that the Bill was vital. 
During the last war so much damage was 
done to London that one-third of the floor 
space for offices and commercial warehouses 
was completely destroyed by bombs. That 
meant that 84 m. sq. ft. of floor space was 
reduced to 57 m. sq. ft. in London alone. 
He had been assured that all the plans for 
the rebuilding of London when carried out 


would replace only half the buildings 
destroyed. 
The motion was resisted by Mr. RENTON, 


Under-Secretary, Home Office, and the 
debate was automatically adjourned when 
the time allotted by the rules expired while 
a member was still speaking. 


Design and Construction of 
Nuclear Power Stations 


ME- MAUDLING, Paymaster-General, 
“~~ told the Commons on January 27 that 
for technical reasons the design and con- 
struction of nuclear power stations could 
best be undertaken at present by a group 
of companies operating under a single con- 
tract rather than by a large number of 
individual companies operating under 
separate contracts as was usual for con- 
ventional power stations. 

Such groups needed to have extensive 
Scientific: and engineering resources, and in 
the early stages of preparation for the 
Nuclear programme, four consortia had 
been formed and received training from the 
Atomic Energy Authority in collaboration 
with the Central Electricity Authority. 












Since then a fifth consortium had been 
formed, and at its own request had been 
provided with similar training. 

Mr. PALMER said that there was a wide- 
spread feeling that the whole of this busi- 
ness was too much of a closed circle. If 
the fruits of public activity were to be made 
available to private industry they should be 
made available to all. 

Mr. MAuvupDLinc said that when the 
authority made available valuable informa- 
tion to those consortia there were always 
terms in the contract providing for an 
appropriate payment, and no _ exclusive 
rights were granted in authority informa- 
tion. He agreed that in the long run the 
system was by no means perfect: it would 
always be kept under review by the author- 
ity, and there was a possibility at a later 
date of returning to the more conventional 
methods. 


Access to London Airport: 
Advantages of Double-deck Road 


ME. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister 

of Transport and Civil Aviation, 
certainly lived up to the description of 
‘bringing a modern mind to these matters’ 
applied to him by a Labour back bencher 
during the debate on aviation policy in the 
Commons on January 27, when he explained 
what plans he was considering to speed up 
contact between London Airport and 
central London. 

Mr. Watkinson posed the choice before 
him as between a double-deck road linking 
with the Chiswick fly-over, a monorail, or a 
direct rail link. His Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Mr. Nugent, has already been to the 
Continent to examine examples of the two 
former methods, but reports after his recent 
visit to Germany that the monorail would 
be the system chosen were, if anything, a 
little premature. Indeed, it looks as if the 
monorail has been overtaken by the double- 
deck road. 

*At the top of the list of possibilities,’ 
said Mr. Watkinson, ‘is a new road which 
will link the airport to the Chiswick fly- 
over being built as part of the Cromwell 
Road extension, and which, I hope, will be 
a double-decker road, at least for some of 
the way, from the Chiswick fly-over to the 
airport. That might save knocking down 
some hundreds of houses, which I am 
anxious to avoid knocking down, and give 
us a fascinating new road. 

*The new road, which continues the 
Cromwell Road extension towards the air- 
port and which forms the first part of the 
South Wales radial motor road is an impor- 
tant first priority, and that is what we are 
urgently examining. I am examining the 
technical problems and the balance between 
knocked-down houses and building a 
double-decker road. I have to consult the 
local authorities and so on, and I have to 
do it quickly. I agree that the matter is 
urgent. 

‘We are examining the fascinating project 
of a monorail, but I cannot give any views 
about that until the Chief Inspecting Officer 
of Railways has pronounced on whether he 
feels that it is a safe form of passenger 
carrying at the very high speeds which we 
shall require, and which will be a good deal 
higher than those in Germany. The German 
model will not necessarily be the answer 
for this country.

‘We shall also require a bus whiek can 
be taken off the monorail and motored 
round the airport so that we do not have 
to build a tunnel underneath the airport. 
This is a fascinating project, but it would 
not be right to lead the House to believe 
that it will or will not work. I have to 
await technical advice, but I shall be glad 
if the technical advice says that it will work. 

‘The third possibility is a rail link which 
has been surveyed and details of which I 
have before me. That is a very expensive 
project because it involves a deep tunnel 
under the airport runways. It would cost 
about £20 m., or not very much less, and 
is, therefore, a heavy capital commitment. 
These are the three projects which I am 
examining, and about two of which I hope 
to come to a conclusion before long.’ 

Two days later, Mr. Watkinson, answer- 
ing questions in the Commons on the topic 
of monorails, said that he would certainly 
consider other proposals for their use, but 
he had not received any so far. Costs of 
constructing a monorail between the airport 
and central London could not be estimated 
until a scheme had been worked out. 

Sik FRANK MEDLicotr asked the Minister 
to give priority of consideration to the 
monorail in view of its possibilities in a 
congested area such as London. 

Mr. WATKINSON said that he had already 
done that. 

Mr. Woopsurn suggested that the Mini- 
ster might consider a quick form of trans- 
port from the nearest Underground station 
to the airport. That weuld be more 
economical.

In the debate on civil aviation policy, the 
Minister said that his department was in 
consultation with the architects who were 
preparing plans for the ‘long haul’ build- 
ing in the central terminal area of the air- 
port. That would replace the greatly over- 
crowded buildings in the old London 
Airport north of the Bath Road which 
they wanted to vacate as soon as possible. 


Gatwick Development 


Many new things were to be found at 
Gatwick Airport. Not only had it a railway 
station incorporated in the terminal, but 
had a proper run-in off the road. He 
accepted criticisms that the road ought to 
be double-tracked and not single-tracked 
where it ran under the building site. It 
would be double-tracked before the open- 
ing, or at all events soon afterwards. 


What had happened was a mistake in the 
design. The road would be made double- 
tracked throughout. At the moment it had 
a single track where it ran underneath the 
airport building, but a double track at each 
end. 


Mr. Watkinssn also announced changes 
in the arrangements governing the erection 
of buildings in the vicinity of civil airports 
He said that this matter had been studied 
by officials of his and other Ministries after 
the crash of a Viscount aircraft at Man- 
chester.

which local planning authorities had to con- 
sult his department before granting per- 
mission for building within an aerodrome 
approach area. In general the purpose was 
to secure that his department was consulted 
about all new proposals for construction 
within the first 4,500 ft. of the approaches to 
the main runways of busy civil airports. 

During the debate Mr. Mikarpo referred 
to conditions in the Queen’s Building at 
London Airport. He said that this building 
was one of the most inefficient institutions 
he had ever come across. In some respects 
it was an absolute mess, and the Minister 
and his department were responsible for it. 

Intricate work had to be done there with- 
out any access to the outside and where 
there was no natural light or ventilation. 
What the Ministry had to do after the 
buildings had been finished was to rip out 
the walls and rip up the floors to install 
air conditioning for the middle of the build- 
ing. That would have been much cheaper if 
it had been done when the building was 
being erected in the first place. It might not 
have been necessary if the Ministry had 
taken the simple precaution of asking some 
of the people who would have to work there 
what it would be like. 

Many people had said that they would 
not work there, but finally agreed to do so 
if the Ministry undertook that by the time 
the summer came, when the place would be 
like a bakehouse, air conditioning would 
have been installed. The promise had been 
given, but it was understood that not only 
had no start been made, but that the 
Ministry had not yet placed the contract. 

The Minister should ensure that the silly 
and thoughtless errors made with the 
Queen’s Building were not made with the 
new ‘long haul’ building. 

Mr. AIREY NEAVE, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Transport and Civil 
Aviation, said that the department was 
doing everything possible to speed up the 
air-conditioning plant. 


Forth Road Bridge Bill 


THE Forth Road Bridge Joint Board will 
be empowered under the provisions of 
the Forth Road Bridge Order Confirmation 
Bill, which was read a first time in the Com- 
mons on January 27, to charge tolls on the 
new bridge for a period of at least 30 years. 
There is also power for the Secretary of 
State to extend the period during which 
such tolls might be charged. 


The target set in the Order which is con- 
firmed by the Bill is the 28th of May 
immediately following the expiration of 30 
years from the opening of the bridge. 

The board will have to submit a scale of 
tolls to the Secretary of State for his 
approval not more than 12 months nor less 
than six months before the opening of the 
bridge, and he may at any time after the 
bridge has been opened for 12 months 
revise those tolls. 

The Bill provides for the diversion of the 
Inverkeithing to North Queensferry-road 
in Fifeshire, and the diversion of Castland- 
hill-road, Dunfermline, at a cost of £217,000. 
These works form part of the undertaking 
authorised by earlier orders, toward the 
initial capital expenditure on which the 
Secretary of State for Scotland has agreed 
to make a grant of £4,650,000. 


Thermal Insulation of Houses 


TT'RUE to his promise in November, Mr. 
GERALD NABARRO sought leave in the 
Commons on January 29 to introduce a 
private member’s Bill to provide for the 
thermal insulation of all dwelling houses 
built in the United Kingdom after 1959. 
This is the third measure which he has been 
instrumental in presenting to Parliament 
dealing with fuel efficiency, one of which, 
dealing with thermal insulation in factories, 
was enacted last year, the other—to provide 
a clean air policy—prompted the Govern- 
ment to legislate to carry out the recom- 
mendations of the Beaver Committee. 
By his newest venture, Mr. Nabarro 
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seeks to replace the model by-law which has 
been in existence: for several years, which 
suggests the minimum standard of heat 
retention that local authorities which accept 
it should impose. Most local authorities, 
he contended, subscribed to that by-law 
but, sad to say, the standards it prescribed 
were so pitifully low that they provided no 
conservation of fuel nor a real raising of 
the standard of comfort in the home. 

He sought to replace this by-law by 
legislation not affecting existing houses, but 
requiring much higher standards of thermal 
insulation for all houses built after next year, 
It might be considered that what he was pro- 
posing would add to the capital cost of a 
new dwelling house, but he did not believe 
that that was a significant factor. Archi- 
tects advised him that if proper and efficient 
insulation was built into the structure of the 
dwelling during its erection the cost of that 
dwelling would be no higher, but even if 
it were added after completion it would 
cost no more than £8 to secure a highly 
efficient thermal insulation in a council 
house with four bedrooms costing £1,600. 
That was an addition of one half of 1 per 
cent, to the capital cost. 

Whichever political party was in power 
during the next 20 years the average annual 
construction of new dwellings would be 
about 250,000. In the 20-year period that 
would be a total of five million new houses. 
That period was not too long to look ahead. 
because it was sought to build houses which 
would last in an efficient form for 6@ years. 
He claimed that at least 25 per cent. of the 
four tons of fuel it was estimated was used 
annually in each house for space and water 
heating would be saved by proper 
insulation. 

Some technical agencies claimed that the 
saving could be as high as 50 per cent., but 
he was putting forward a modest claim. 

Mr. Nabarro prayed in aid of what the 
Minister of Works had written in a Gov- 
ernment pamphlet entitled Warmth With- 
out Waste, which, he said, stated the com- 
plete case for what he was seeking to 
achieve. Under the heading ‘ Building 
houses for comfort and fuel economy,’ the 
Minister had written: 

‘Every householder to-day wants a higher 
standard of warmth than ever before, but all 
fuels are becoming dearer and reserves of 
some are dwindling. No longer can the 
ordinary householder or the nation afford to 
keep poorly designed houses warm by ex- 
travagant use of fuel. Everyone responsible 
for planning or building new houses should 
always build for warmth. This need not be 
in any way difficult or expensive if the design 
and construction of the houses is properly 
thought out before the building is started.’ 
He said that the House had to consider 

not only the continuing shortage of energy 
resources, but also Government policy in 
the last few years. He did not think what 
he was advocating was in any way out of 
step with Government policy. 

The Bill has been set down for second 
reading on February 28.

‘Withdraw Circular’ 


Mr. Peart lost little time in airing the 
matter in the House of Coramons, for less 
than 24 hours after he had tabled his motion 
he was drawing it to the attention of Mr. 
Butler, the acting Prime Minister, asking 
for arrangements to be made to enable Mr. 
Geoffrey Lloyd, the Minister of Education, 
0 tell the House that he had withdrawn 
‘this mean circular.’ 

Mr. BUTLER discreetly declined to agree 
even with the description of the circular, nor 
would he be prompted into yielding to a 
suggestion by Mr. James Griffiths, the 
deputy leader of the Opposition who pressed 
for a statement by Mr. Lloyd. He con- 
tended that there should be further exami- 
nation of the matter before more criticism 
was levelled at the Minister, who would be 
the first to defend his attitude if there was 
a debate, or the Government. 

News that the Ministry of Education had 
sent out such a circular came the day after 
the release by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. This latter directive did 
not specify in what direction Mr. Brooke 
expected local authorities to exercise econo- 
mies, except to emphasise what Mr. Thor- 
neycroft had said during the economic 
debate last October about wages and 
salaries. 

All that was done was to lay down the 
broad general thesis that it was essential, 
to secure the success of national economic 
and financial policy, that ‘the same restraint 
should be practised in local authority 
expenditure as in central government 
expenditure.’ Pointing out that Government 
policy, required the utmost economy in 
public expenditure in current account, it 
indicates that this expenditure is at present 
about £1,600m. 


‘ Utmost Economy’ Urged 


The Housing Ministry states that in 
central government services an instruction 
has been given that increases in costs, 
whether materials or wages, should to the 
maximum extent possible be offset by 
reduced services or administrative econo- 
mies. The Ministry of Education go much 
further. After drawing attention to the con- 
siderable increase in the probable expendi- 
ture in the -forecast estimates by local 
education authorities for 1958-59, they call 
for the utmost economy, suggesting that any 
expenditure which could be deferred should 
be. Having more or less directed that the 
technical education. programme — should 
remain sacrosanct and allowed to proceed 
with the maximum of efficiency, it proceeds: 

‘Capital expenditure from revenue on 
capital projects for main grant services 
has more than trebled in the last three 
years. The Minister now finds it neces- 


sary to tighten the restrictions which were 
relaxed in 1956. Accordingly, he will be 
unable to admit for grant, expenditure of 
this kind in excess of a total of £3m. for 
England and Wales in 1958-59. Each 
authority will be notified as soon as 
possible of its share of this allocation. 


‘Items of capital expenditure which 
would be financed out of revenue but for 
this restriction should wherever possible 
be postponed rather than financed by 
borrowing. Similarly, expenditure on 
the renewal and replacement of furniture 
and equipment should be reduced to the 
minimum, anything that is not absolutely 
urgent being postponed.’ 


It is not known, and may not become 
apparent for a little time—perhaps not 
until the Ministry’s Estimates are presented 
—what exactly the Minister has in mind, 
or how he expects local education authori- 
ties to respond. They have already had 
One severe setback under the Government’s 
economy measures. In the debate last 
October, Mr. Thorneycroft, justifying his 
action the previous month, announced that 
minor improvement projects would be 
severely restricted, and the programme for 
rural reorganisation slowed down. 


The effects of that decision were shown 
by Mr. Lloyd and Sir Edward Boyle, his 
Parliamentary Secretary, at question time in 
November, when they said that 31 projects 
had been cut out of the 1958-59 rural 
reorganisation scheme, the completion of 
which would involve the construction of 
142 new schools at a cost of £15m. The 
total programme for minor works which 
was £14m. in 1957, would be reduced to 
£11,200,000. 


This programme, which not only includes 
new schools, but also the brightening and 
cleaning of other schools, and the provision 
of laboratories and modern sanitation, is 
the one which some MPs feel will suffer 
again, and they are anxious to seek an early 
opportunity of finding out from tke Minister 
whether those fears are justified or not. 


Schools Under Construction 


Mr. SWINGLER asked the Minister of 
Education on January 30, how many 
primary and secondary schools were under 
construction; and how these figures com- 
pared with those for 12 months, and two 
years, ago. 

Mr. GEOFFREY LLOyYp in a written reply,

Compensation for Compulsory 
Purchase 


(THE Compensation (Acquisition and 


Planning) Bill, a private member’s 
measure designed to amend the law of com- 
pensation in cases of compulsory acquisition 
of land or where the value of land was 
affected by the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act is due to come before the House 
of Commons for second reading today 
(February 7). 


Presented by Capt. CORFIELD, the Bill 
provides that fair market value shall be 
given for land compulsorily acquired. The 
fair market value is the price at which that 
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land would be sold to a willing buyer om 
the assumption that planning permission for 
it would be granted under the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, or for any’ 
development or redevelopment which was: 
consistent with the development plan. 

There is a proviso that in any case where 
the development plan provides for the land 
being used for a purpose for which powers 
of compulsory acquisition exist, or pre- 
cludes development of the land altogether, 
any resulting decrease in the value of the 
land will be disregarded. Provision is also 
made for the payment of additional com- 
pensation where land is used by an acquir- 
ing authority for purposes not in accordance 
with the development plan. 


Notices to Treat 


Where a notice to treat has been served, 
or is deemed to have been served, before 
July 1, 1948, under any Act of Parliament 
and the amount of compensation has not 
been determined, such notice shall be 
deemed, by the terms of another clause im 
the Bill, to have been served immediately 
after January 1, 1954, and the amount 
of compensation shall be ascertained? 
accordingly. 

The Bill provides power for an acquiring 
authority to" make ex-gratia payments ip 
cases where a person has suffered undue 
hardship arising out of the acquisition of his 
land since the operation of the 1947 Act. 
Where a house or other building in a clear- 
ance area is acquired compulsorily, but is 
suitable for some other use than for human 
habitation, the person from whom it is 
acquired shall be entitled to the fair market 
value of the property as compensatiom 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Chew Valley Reservoir 


Mr. Lestie HALE asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government what con- 
ference he had had with representatives of 
the Oldham Corporation, the Chadderton 
Urban District Council and other local 
authorities about the proposal of the 
Ashton-under-Lyme Corporation to con- 
struct a reservoir in the Chew Valley, a 
well-known local beauty spot. 


Mr. BEVINS, in a written reply on January 
22, stated that the proposals Mr. Hale no 
doubt had in mind were included in a 
Private Bill which was presented in Novem- 
ber. The only conference which had taken 
place was with the joint committee pro- 
moting the Bill, and that was to discuss pro- 
cedure. 


Compulsory Purchase Orders 


SiR FRANK MARKHAM asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government what 
were the number of compulsory purchase 
orders confirmed and the acreage covered 
under Part V of the Housing Act, 1936, 
and the Town and Country Planning Acts, 
respectively, during 1957. 

Mr. Bevins, in a written reply on January 
29, stated—Compulsory purchase orders 
confirmed in England and Wales during 
1957 were:— 

(a) Under Part V, Housing Act, 1936, 
and Part V, Housing Act, 1957: Number 
of Orders, 235; Acreage, 1,656. 

(b) Under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Acts, 1944 and 1947: Number of 
Orders, 50; Acreage, 100.

ERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA .—Australian Paper Manu- 
facturers, Ltd., have announced a major ex- 
pansion programme, which includes the 
erection of several more paper mills in 
different parts of the country. The firm’s 
existing mills are also to be extended and 
modernised. - The expansion programme will 
be partially financed by the issue of new 
capital amounting to £A1,400,000. 


BURMA —It is reported that all is in 
readiness for the establishment of a joint 
venture to be known as Burma Unilever, 
Ltd., between Unilever, Ltd., and the Union 
Government for the manufacture of soap. 
A site for the factory has been made avail- 
able on the Hlaing river above the Govern- 
ment Jute Mill at Thamaing, near 
Rangoon. Development of the site is to be 
undertaken by the Government and the 
factory is expected to go into production in 
1959. ... The-Prime Minister has devised 
a new system for the construction of the 
£225,000 Pazundaung Bazaar. It is to be 
built by the Rehabilitation Brigade under the 
supervision of a specially appointed com- 
mittee. 


GREECE.—Recently the Prime Minister 
issued a statement outlining the new recon- 
struction and industrialisation programme 
which his Government intends car1ying out. 
Apart from confirming that land develop- 
ment, electrification, and industrial projects 
already under way would be completed, he 
stated that plans for a beet sugar factory 
and an aluminium factory would be carried 
through. . . . Members of the International 
Road Federation as well as delegates from 
Greece, Yugoslavia, Italy and Turkey con- 
ferred in Salonika during November over 
the proposal to construct an 800-mile motor 
road from Istanbul to Salonika and Belgrade 
and agreement now appears to have been 
reached for a ‘ basic’ permanent road within 
four years and a first-class motor road within 
eight.... A French specialist has been invited 
to study the proposal to establish an under- 
ground railway in Athens. According to the 
Minister of Communications the system will 
be modelled on that of the new Rome 
underground. 


IRAQ.—The Iraqi authorities have de- 
cided to hold a ‘ Development Week ’ to take 
place next spring. It is understood 
that inauguration and founding ceremonies 
will be carried out for development pro- 
gramme projects totalling more than £30m. 
These will include industrial, irrigation, flood 
control, housing, bridges, roads and power 
projects. This will be the third annual De- 
velopment Week. . .. The Baghdad sewerage 
project is now to be divided into three stages 
and the tender will be re-issued in: three 
parts comprising: treatment works; trunk 
sewers and 17 pumping stations; and sub- 
sidiary sewers (about 170 kilometres). The 
total value of these works is in the region 
of £5m. . . . The Development Board have 
decided to proceed with a £4m. project in the 
Central Euphrates area to be called the 
Shatra Drainage Project. The American firm 
of consulting engineers, Tippets, Abbot, 
McCarthy & Stratton, have been asked to 
supervise this project. . . . The requirements 
of the new Baghdad Airport have now been 


largely agreed between the Development 
Board and their consultants, Sir Alexander 
Gibb & Partners, and it is hoped to have the 
main contract documents ready for issue by 
the end of this month. . . . Tender documents 
are being prepared for the Development 
Board’s project for a rayon and staple yarn 
factory at Hindiya. Estimated cost is £3m. 
The Indian consultants IBCON have been 
entrusted with the design of a fine textile 
weaving factory at Hillah to use the yarns 
produced at the Hindiya plant... . Sir Arthur 
Stephenson of the Australian firm Stephenson 
& Turner, returned to Melbourne after an 
eight weeks visit to Iraq where he discussed 
with the Development Board their project 
for three hospitals for which his firm have 
been appointed architects. These hospitals 
are to be at Basra (550 beds), Khadimain 
(440 beds) and Amara (250 beds). It is 
anticipated’ that the drawings for these 
hospitals will be finished in 18 months and 
the hospitals completed within five years. 


MEXICO.—The Director-General _ of 
Nacional Financiers announced recently that 
his organisation and the finance house 
Sociedad Mexicana de Credito Industrial SA 
are to join forces to build a plant at Sala- 
manca to produce 100 tons a day of 
anhydrous ammonia. In addition Guanos y 
Fertilisantes is to build a further plant at 
Coatzacoalcos and one at Tampico. Exten- 
sions to the Cuatitlan ammonium plant are 
also planned. 


RHODESIA ‘AND NYASALAND.— 
Rhodesia Sugar Refineries, Ltd., have 
announced that they will proceed immedi- 
ately with the construction of a sugar 
refinery at Ndola. It is estimated to cost 
£1m. and it is expected to be in production 
by 1960. . . . Three new paint plants are 
to be established in Bulawayo. Plascon 
Paints & Chemicals Industries, Ltd., of 
Johannesburg are to erect a factory to make 
paints of all kinds. Smith & Walton (Central 
Africa), Ltd., are to extend plant and Buffalo 
Paints, Ltd., are to erect a pilot plant for 
the partial manufacture of internal and ex- 
ternal PVA Velvatex paints. . . . The Cold 
Storage Commission of Southern Rhodesia 
has had discussions with Nyasaland and 
Federal Government representatives about 
the possible establishment of an abattoir in 
Blantyre. 

SPAIN.—The law authorising the con- 
struction of 60,000 houses in Madrid during 
the next two years, reported here some 
months back, has now been published. 


Queensland University Building 


Buildings to be erected at a cost of 
£1,550,000 will almost complete the Queens- 
land University at St. Lucia within three 


years. The University Chancellor, Mr. 
A. E. Axon, has announced that work will 
begin as soon as possible on five major 
blocks. They are Biological Sciences 
(£300,000), Anatomy (£200,000).  Bio- 
chemistry (£200,000), . Veterinary Science 
(£250,000), and the University Students’ 
Union Building (£200,000). 

The master plan of the University pro- 
vides for a main building containing the 
Law, Arts, Architecture Faculties, the main 
Library and the Great Hall. In a semi- 
circle behind it are the Science blocks with 
the Union and Engineering buildings on 
outer rings. Mr. Axon’s announcement 
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covers all of the remaining University 
proper with the exception of the. Great 
Hall, the Engineering Section and future 
extensions to faculty blocks. 


Airport Reconstruction, Fiji 


The Ministry of Works of New Zealand 
is to call for tenders for the reconstruction 
and extension of airport facilities at Nandi 
Airport, Fiji. Major works comprise ex- 
tension of the main runway in concrete, by 
approximately 4,000 ft., resurfacing nearly 
6,700 ft. and ancillary works. All work is 
required to be completed by December 31, 
1959. 

Preliminary documents may be obtained 
from the New Zealand Government Offices, 
Strand, WC2. 


Home Units for Brisbane 


Work is to commence early this year on 
*Torbreck,’ a £1 million home units build- 
ing planned for Brisbane. The project pro- 
vides for a building of 20 storeys on a 1} 
acre site at Dornoch-terrace, Highgate Hill. 
It will be built by the N. A. Kratzmann- 
Torbreck Construction Co., for the tenant- 
owners of the 150 self-contained flats. 

The units, ranging in size from five to 
14 squares, will cost from £3,500 to £12,000 
with a weekly outlay of less than one pound 
for rates and maintenance. The building 
is to be constructed of face brick in two 
blocks, the dominant block having a roof 
garden which will be the highest point of 
the city. Interior décor is to be done as far 
as possible to suit each individual tenant. 


International Fair, Liege 


There will be no Brussels Fair held in 
1958 because its traditional home will be 
taken up by the World Exhibition from April 
to October. The Liége International Fair, 
which celebrates its tenth anniversary in 
May next, will therefore be Belgium’s only 
industrial fair. Its four main sections are 
devoted to mining equipment, metals, 
mechanical and electrical engineering and 
this year the Fair will also include an Inter- 
national Exhibition of Industrial Safety 
Devices, which will coincide with the Second 
World Congress for the Prevention of 
Occupational Accidents, to be held in 
Brussels and Liége from May 19 to 24. 
Moreover, many firms which would normally 
be showing in Brussels will also be showing 
in Liége this time. For the first time half 
an acre of ground has been set aside for 
British exhibitors wishing to show ccllectively 
rather than in the various sections. 

Standing in its own grounds, Coronmeuse, 
by the banks of the River Meuse, the Fair 
has a total area of 10 acres, made up of three 
spacious exhibition halls covering seven acres 
of ground and an open air section of three 
acres.

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‘ Apprenticeship in Germany’ 

APPRENTICE training in Germany was 

on a more efficient basis than in 
Britain, Mr. J. H. DaLrymp Le, Senior 
Assistant Organiser for Further Education, 
Glasgow, told the Scottish Association for 
Building Education conference on January 18. 

Speaking on ‘Apprenticeship in Ger- 
many,’ he said that country had 80 per cent. 
of the 15-17 year old boys and 50 per cent. 
of the girls in that age group taking appren- 
ticeship courses, as against 36 per cent. and 
10 per cent. in Britain. Germany regarded 
education and training as indivisible, making 
it compulsory for every young person to 
attend a training establishment. 

Apprenticeship usually began between 14 
and 18 years, but even those in their 20’s 
and 30’s could start apprenticeship. Train- 
ing lasted normally 34 years, and followed 
a prescribed basis; the apprentice took an 
examination before being allowed to call 
himself a craftsman. This three-part test 
was compulsory and resulted in a high 
general overall standard. Some 90 per 
cent. of the apprentices passed this test, as 
a result of sound vocational training and 
selection; the necessity of keeping note- 
books; and because all must attend day 
release classes. Failure to pass the tests 
meant a further six months at the end of 
which further failure resulted in the appren- 
tice being classed as unskilled. Training 
was controlled by the Chambers of Industry 
and Commerce, and the Chambers of 
Handicraft. All apprentices were inden- 
tured and after a preliminary three-month 
period, the contract was legally binding on 
both parties to the extent that the apprentice 
could sue for damages if not given suitable 
training. 

Despite all the rationalisation of training 
in Britain, the schemes which had been 
evolved had not been put into practice at 
ground level, Mr. Dalrymple claimed. 
Britain had all the agencies needed for 
efficient training of apprentices, but was still 
far from the ideal. What was required was an 
element of compulsion which would bring 
apprenticeship training to the necessary 
standard envisaged by the schemes. 

Mr. A. T. Emonp, HMI, outlined the 
tecent proposals regarding revision of the 
City and Guilds system. 

During the afternoon session, Mr. R. B. 
Rankin, Chief Architect of Blackburn 
(Dumbarton), Ltd., spoke on ‘Post War 
Building in Berlin.’ 


Pollokshaws Plan Approved 


Tue £7 million plan for the redevelop- 
ment of Pollokshaws was approved on 
January 23 by Glasgow Corporation and 
will now be submitted to the Secretary of 
State for Scotland for endorsement. On a 
density of 150 habitable rooms per acre the 
plan contemplates increasing the popula- 
tion in the area, at present 5,800, by 950 
persons, About half the dwellings to be 
built will be multi-storey flafs some of 
which will be 17 and 18 storeys.

Scotland’s Housing in 1957 


THE NUMBER Of new houses completed in 
Scotland last year was 32,437, an increase 
of 536 over the total for 1956. At the end 
of December the total number of new 
houses under construction was 35,346 com- 
pared with 37,295 at the same date in 1956. 
Of last year’s completions 24,239 were built 
by local authorities, 3,136 by the Scottish 
Special Housing Association and 3,513 by 
private owners. The ratio of private enter- 
prise to local authority. houses completed 
was one in nine compared with one in five 
in 1956. 

These facts are given in the quarterly 
Housing Report for Scotland published on 
January 31 by HMSO, price 1s. The num- 
ber of new houses built in Scotland under 
the postwar housing programme now stands 
at 321,580. In addition 32,176 temporary 
houses have been built.
